Here's direction hog marketing may go 


During the past year we’ve told you about many 
new kinds of hog production and marketing ar- 
rangements we see springing up. We’ve mentioned 
this one before—but it’s one you should watch. 
lowa Farm Bureau Federation is getting under 
way in several counties with a cooperative market- 
ing setup. Farmers are signing 3-year agreements 
to sell hogs through their new Farm Bureau Live- 
stock Marketing Corporation. Temporarily, hogs 
will be sold through the Illinois Livestock Market- 
ing Association, which has many buyers available. 

Impact: We feel that this type of development 
may have a more profound effect on the future of 
the swine industry than the more widely publicized 
feed company-packer integration deals. 

Here's why: Feed company-packer deals go best 
in marginal areas with marginal farmers—where 
farmers are looking for management help. If the in- 
tegrated farmers learn how to raise hogs well, they 
may get out of the deal—if they don’t become good 
hog husbandmen, integrators will drop them. 

This Farm Bureau deal, on the other hand, picks 
up the best hog men, helps them produce better 
hogs, and sell hogs for more money. The farmer 
still owns the hogs and makes the profit. 


Hog prices to hit March low, then go up 
Brace for a big hog slaughter—this month. Prices 
may drop to a season’s low, in the $15-$16 range. 

Here's why: Last fall’s bigger pig crop was un- 
predictably slow in coming to market. Pork supplies 
on farms swelled to the point where, if Federal Crop 
Board March slaughter 
may exceed February by a whopping 23%. 

After March: Marketings should ease and prices 
begin their climb to a summer high of $18-$19.

Where it can go: Farm Bureau members could 
cooperatively arrange to produce a constant supply 
of high-quality hogs, /ire packers to slaughter them 
(as has been done in Ohio), then sell the carcasses 
direct to chain stores. 

Other side: A Kansas City feed company execu- 
tive who’s working with integrated hog producers 
vouldn’t agree. He says, ““The skill of a 15-year-old 
boy is all that’s needed to produce quality pork in a 
well-organized contract-feeding setup.” 


Feed additives won't make meat-type hogs 


That’s the conclusion of Purdue University scien- 
tists after recent tests. They tried three arsenicals, 
three combinations of growth-stimulating anti- 
biotics, and piperazine phosphate. 

Faster gains: Scientists did find a combination 
of penicillin, streptomycin, and sulfaquinoxaline 
produced the fastest gains. 

Increased gains also came from: (1) a combina- 
tion of aureomycin, bacitracin, penicillin, and ter- 
ramycin; (2) arsanilic acid alone; and (3) a com- 
bination of bacitracin and penicillin. 

Most efficient gains: In this test, they came from 
arsanilic acid alone—at the rate of 90 grams per ton 
of complete feed. Most economical, too. 


This is the background picture 


Here are some of the facts upon which our estimates 
are based: 

Fall 1958 pig crop totaled 42,470,000 head, ac- 
cording to the USDA estimates. While this number 
is 17% more than one year before, it is 23% less 
than the preceding spring pig crop. (The fall pig 
crop includes all pigs saved during the 6 months 
from June 1 to December 1; all other pigs are in- 
cluded with the spring pig crop.) 

Spring 1959 pig crop: In December the USDA 
survey of farmers’ intentions pointed to a spring pig 
crop of around 59,000,000 head, or 13% more than 
last spring. 

The indicated increase in spring farrowings is 
moderate. Thus marketings apparently will in- 
crease less than usual from spring to fall. 

Result: This will help marketing agencies get rela- 
tively good prices for pork and hogs, and maintain 
some profit for hog producers. 


What to do now— sell at 210-220 pounds 


Sales at 210 to 220 pounds seem advisable during 
March. Small premiums will be paid at times in 
some markets for 180- to 200-pound hogs. Expect 
moderate discounts on 220 to 240 pounders.

Southern cattle moving into Ohio, Indiana 


Memo to Western cattlemen: Many cattle feeders in 
Indiana and Ohio have stopped looking West for 
feeders. They’re getting cattle from Virginia, West 
Virginia, even Georgia and Alabama. 

These Eastern and Southern cattle came in last 
fall for around 25c, where Colorado cattle, if avail- 
able, would have cost 30 or 32c. 

How they buy: You can’t buy them on the range 
like you can in the West—these Eastern and South- 
ern cattle go through auctions in small lots. You 
have to have buyers on hand to try to piece to- 
gether loads that look alike. 

What about quality? One Ohio farm manager 
sums it up this way, “Don’t underestimate Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia cattle—they’re like native 
lowa cattle. But they’re 5 years ahead of Georgia.” 


Selling feeders direct from ranch paid off 


Ranchers in Colorado’s Jackson County got as 
much as $3.28 a hundred more for their feeders by 
selling direct from the ranch than they would have 
by selling through the Denver market. This was 
shown by a recently announced 7-week fall survey 
by the Colorado Experiment Station. 

Note: Survey covered small area only 1 year. 


Next 2 months: Little price gain 
Prices of fat cattle are not likely to make any sus- 
tained advance in the next 60 days. 

HERE’S WHY: 
@ The high prices of last March and April may 
attract large sales to those months this year. 
@ In addition, supplies of pork will be unusually 
large for this time of the year. 
@ Finally, market supplies of broilers will be up 
10% to 15% from 1958 levels. 


Word for 1959 beef markets: Stability 


Looking further ahead: Seasonal ups and downs are 
likely to be smaller than usual. Top fed steers are 
about at the winter peak. The decline to June 
is expected to be small, but still go somewhat lower 
than last year. By summer, prices will be above 
last August’s $25. 

Main reason for price stability: Comparatively 
stable supplies of fed cattle. While marketings are 
running above year-ago levels now—for the year, 
they'll stay close to last year’s levels. 

Just what price? Choice steers at Midwest mar- 
kets should range between $25.50 to $27-plus for 
the year, compared with a $4 spread between last 
year’s $29 high and $25 low. 


Long look ahead in livestock production 


Chart shows upward trend in livestock production 
and population since 1935. And it shows how USDA 
expects livestock production to grow—to feed the 
increased population the Census Bureau expects 
by 1975. Shows your markets will continue to grow.

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Note this: As consumers have received higher in- 
comes, they have increased meat consumption, pri- 
mariiy through eating more beef. 
Pork consumption has been going down; poultry, 
up sharply.

KEY: Watch prices of slaughter cows 

Cattle prices are high in relation to hog prices. 
And they’re high in relation to the prices of most 
other farm products. Furthermore, prices of slaugh- 
ter cows and other hamburger cattle are high in 
relation to prices of well-finished steers. 

Interpretation: This situation is typical of the first 
expansion stage of the cattle cycle. It seems to be 
comparable to that of early 1952, when cattle prices 
began to arch downward after reaching an all-time 
high in 1951. 

Tip—what to do: The scarcity of slaughter cows 
and other low grade slaughter cattle is the keystone 
of the entire cattle price structure. When prices of 
these cheaper cattle decline, it will open the way for 
declines in the prices of the higher grades. 

That's why we say: Watch price quotations for 
slaughter cows. 


Feeder cattle prices won't break 

Forces that shot cow and feeder prices so high in 

relation to fed cattle prices won’t diminish soon. 
Some increase in feeder prices is likely this spring 

when demand for stockers to go on grass picks up. 

But some downward pressure may result later if 

fed cattle prices don’t go higher in March.

Two reasons corn acreage may go Up 


Effect of new corn program: One Iowa farm man- 
ager told us he thinks lots of farmers are tired of 
hand-weeding soybeans—and with support as- 
sured on all corn, many bean acres will go to corn. 

An Indiana farmer says many folks in his county 
figure we'll go back to some kind of a corn control 
program—-so his neighbors are planting lots of corn 
to get a high base history this time. 


Reminder: Add M when wheat growth starts 


Why? Missouri tests showed spring application 
jumped yields almost 50% over fall-applied nitro- 
gen on sandy soils. 


Here's more on plant growth regulators 


Dr. Paul C. Marth, USDA scientist, shows effect of 
Amo 1618 on soybeans—tall plant had no chem- 
ical, shorter ones were treated. Chemical reduces 
stem growth, vining, and yield per plant. But per 
acre yield may be increased with more plants per acre. 


Scientists are working with many startling growth 
regulators on field crops. We’re reporting progress 
only, chemicals aren’t ready for your use. 


Here's the 1959 corn picture 
Average price to expect for the 1959 crop is about 
the same as the current season’s $1.07 a bushel. 

Note: Don’t make final cropping decisions until 
you see USDA’s March 18 planting intention sur- 
vey. Forecasts now range from 3% billion bushels 
all the way up to 4.2 billion. 

Remember: Because lower market price years of 
1957, 1958, and 1959 will be used in figuring 1960 
support—this year’s loan rate is the highest you'll be 
getting for some time. 


1959 wheat crop: 1 billion bushels — plus 
By July 1, 1960 we'll have enough wheat to supply 
domestic and export needs for 234 years.

Look at new perennial hybrid wheats 


We've told you about new wheats—now you can 
compare 6 spikes at right with commercial varieties 
at left. These new hybrids have disease and insect 
resistance, erosion control capacity, high protein 
content, and forage possibilities. 

Latest developments: Researchers in Texas have 
short wheats which look promising for production 
there under high-fertility conditions and irrigation. 
Semi-dwarf strains outyielded commercial varieties 
by more than 20 bushels per acre.

Soybean price trouble ahead in ‘59 


This now seems certain because of bigger total fats 
and oil supplies, and even bigger supplies expected 
next fall. 

Beans are squeezed two ways: (1) Prospective in- 
creases in cottonseed oil and lard production; and 
(2) lower supports for the 1959 crop—so crushers 
and exporters will buy only minimum requirements 
of the higher-supported °58 crop. 

Upshot: With lower support, prices for the 1959 
crop may be as much as 10c a bushel below the cur- 
rent season average of $1.97. Some cut in 1959 
acreage is expected—but outlook is for a crop of 
about 550 million bushels, second only to last year’s 
574 million.

Tadeusz Kowalczyk, veterinary 
scientist at the University of Wisconsin, 
first used it to save a young dairy heifer. 

Heifer had a severe case of broncho- 
pneumonia, refused to eat, and her body 
temperature soared to 107 degrees. Treat- 
ment with drugs failed. 


As a last resort, Kowalczyk inserted a 
small tube into one nostril and passed 
pure oxygen into the heifer’s lung. 

The treatment worked. She was back 
to near normal after 2 days’ treatment. 
Since then Kowalczyk has used the treat- 
ment to save the lives of animals under a 
variety of conditions and diseases. 


Fly repellents proved effective 
Three repellents—R-11, R-326, and Ta- 
butrex—did a good job of keeping biting 
flies away from dairy cows in University 
of Minnesota tests. 

Each of the materials reduced the 
numbers of horn and stable flies by about 
half on the day of spraying. 


Benson's forecasts miss 

Last year when Secretary Benson cut 
price supports from 80% to 75% of par- 
ity, he made several predictions. 

Benson predicted: Consumption of milk 
and milk products would increase. 

What happened: Per capita fluid milk 
consumption dropped 1%; federal order 
milk sales went down for the first time in 
years; over-all dairy consumption went 
up /ess than population increased. 

Benson predicted: Retail prices of milk 
would drop half a cent a quart, and 
butter-cheese prices would drop 2c a 
pound each. 

What happened: Only butter went down 
—less than half a cent—according to 
USDA figures. 

Meanwhile: Prices farmers received 
since supports were cut last April aver- 
aged 11c a hundred less for all milk, and 
13c less for manufacturing milk. 
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Now — research on herringbone units 
The double 6 herringbone milking parlor 
may be out for most farms. Researchers 
at the Michigan Experiment Station 
found that only an exceptional dairyman 
can handle the double 6 units efficiently. 

Another thing that seems to be over- 
emphasized is milking 1 cow per minute 
in the herringbone units. Better dairymen 
in a double 4 or double 5 unit can milk 
40 to 50 cows per hour. Some farmers 
were sacrificing good milking practices 
for speed and milk production was slipping 
as a result. 

Average cost figures: For new units, 
with all work contracted for—prices in- 
clude building, milking, and milk room 
equipment, with variations for degree of 
elaborateness—prices ran like this: 

@ Double 6 herringbone system—$ 12,000 
to $16,000. 

@ Double 4 herringbone system—about 
$3,000 less than double 6. 

Cost of double 4 walk-through and a 
single 4-in-line side opening unit is about 
equal to a double 4 herringbone. 

Expected milking speeds: Double 4 her- 
ringbone (1 man), 40-50 cows per hour; 
double 3 walk-through (1 man), 30-40; 
double 4 walk-through (2 men), 40-50; 
and single 4-in-line side opening (1 man), 
20-35 cows per hour. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

Up to about 60 cows: It looks like the 
double 3 walk-through probably is best 
and cheapest. 

If you milk over 60 cows: Herringbone 
double 4 looks best. 

With family help: A double 8 herring- 
bone unit might work.

Proponents of a stamp plan for making 
surplus food available to low-income fam- 
ilies are gathering forces to establish an 
initial beachhead in the dairy industry 
this year.

@ At least one major producers’ group 
backs the idea—the National Milk Pro- 
ducers Federation. 

@ The dairy surplus, though whittled 
down some in recent years, is still large 
and costly.

Here's new antibiotic help 

In tests with hundreds of birds at Kansas 
State College, combinations of two anti- 
biotics in poultry feed have: 

@ Resulted in uniformly better weight 
gains with growing chicks. 

@ Increased egg production of floor-pen 
birds 4.4%. 

@ Reduced the deaths of floor-pen layers 
by 50%. 

Poultryman Paul Sanford says results 
of the tests led to the college recommen- 
dation that poultrymen use both a wide- 
Spectrum range and a narrow-spectrum range 
antibiotic in supplements for growing 
chicks or floor layers. 

Rec dati 
gains, Sanford recommends using com- 
binations such as 5 grams each of aureo- 
mycin and zinc bacitracin—or 5 grams 
each of terramycin and penicillin—per 
ton of feed. Or you could use other com- 
binations that contain both a wide- and 
a narrow-spectrum antibiotic.

Neither single antibiotics nor combina- 
tions improved results with caged layers.

Remember the parthenogenetic (father- 
less) turkey we showed you in the July is- 
sue last year? We checked last month and 
found he was still alive at the State Col- 
lege of Washington. He'll be 1 year old 
on March 10. 


Egg prices to hit bottom in May 

The farm price of eggs now is on a slow 
slide—expected to continue without in- 
terruption through May. The low then 
will be around 31c a dozen—about 5c 
less than last spring. We look for an av- 
erage drop of Ic a dozen from Decem- 
ber’s 36c to May’s 3lc 

In March: Prices are likely to be as 
much as 7c below last year. This will be 
due to the steady downward trend this 
year, and an unusual 4c price bulge in 
March 1958. Last year the March av- 
erage was 41c a dozen. 

By June-August: Prices are likely to 
move up to last year’s range of 34c to 
37c a dozen. After that, it will be touch 
and go—until late in the year when they 
are likely to be some—but not much 
higher than last fall’s 38c. 


Low broiler prices this spring 
Broiler prices in the months ahead won't 
touch last spring’s 20 to 21c range. They 
started out the year 7c a pound less than 
last year—and aren’t likely to pick up 
that much this year. 

Reason: Increasing numbers of broilers 


Other parthenos: Out of curiosity, we 
checked and found the USDA’s Beltsville, 
Maryland, Experiment Station has 5 such 
birds. (All parthenogenetic turkeys are 
male.) Four are producing sperm, and 
sperm from two are viable. 

Grandfatherless turkey next? Five turkey 
hens have been artificially inseminated 
at Beltsville. One egg produced an em- 
bryo which was due to hatch about 
January 27. 

The bird will have to live to about 10 
or 12 weeks before we know if it is the re- 
sult of the mating—it could be another 
parthenogenetic turkey. 


How to cut egg breakage in half 

It has been done at Colorado State Uni- 
versity with Vitamin C in the form of as- 
corbic acid—an ounce to the ton of feed. 
And 30c an ounce is all it costs. 

After a 2-year test, Paul Thornton, as- 
sistant poultryman with the CSU Ex- 
periment Station, reports the ascorbic 
acid increases shell thickness during sum- 
mer months. 

What happens: In hot weather laying 
hens eat less feed and less calcium is avail- 
able to build strong shells. 

Note: Thornton isn’t advising use of 
ascorbic acid in winter. There’s no evi- 
dence that it is beneficial now. 

And Thornton warns that too much 
ascorbic acid can be harmful.

Tranquil ewe will claim lamb 


John Willhardt of Washington, Illinois, 


has found tranquilizers will help make a 
ewe claim a lamb. How he works it: 

After giving the tranquilizer to the 
ewe, he puts her in the pen with a hand- 
ful of grain and starts the lamb nursing. 
The tranquilized ewe doesn’t give a darn 
and when the drug wears off she has ac- 
cepted the lamb. 


Wool Act payments to jump 500% 
Total payments under the wool incentive 
program ending in April unofficially are 
expected to come to about $75 million. 
That compares with about $16 million 
paid on the 1957-58 season; and $52 mil- 
lion the year before.

Reason is the low market price of wool.

Editor’s desk 


Most of the agricultural legislative efforts in the past few years 
have been directed toward reducing the amount of products we 
produce. And, regardless of whether or not you think we should 
have controls on production, it is evident that we can produce 
more of almost everything than we can sell at “reasonable prices”’ 
at the present time. 

There is one aspect of our present thinking on cutting produc- 
tion which leaves me puzzled. It looks like the old adage of the 
right hand not knowing what the left hand is doing. Waile we 
spent a good deal of money to reduce output through the Con- 
servation and Acreage Reserves of the Soil Bank, we continued to 
spend substantial federal funds to increase output by irrigation 
through the Bureau of Reclamation. 

Here are the latest figures I have seen on the work of the Bureau 
of Reclamation! In 1955 we added 136,000 acres of irrigated land 
through the efforts of the Bureau. This brought the total of irri- 
gated land under the control of the Bureau up to 6.3 million acres. 
That’s a lot of land in anybody’s book. The average output from 
this land was $132 per acre. Since 1950, 1.3 million acres of irri- 
gated land have been added by the Bureau of Reclamation. 

Someone has figured out that the excess production of agricul- 
ture amounts to about 5% of our total production per year. In 
that case, about one tenth of the excess is produced on land 
brought into irrigation since 1950 by the Bureau of Reclamation. 

This doesn’t make good sense to me. The work of the Bureau 
of Reclamation was stepped up to meet the demands of World 
War II and the Korean War. We had good reason to push for 
more production during the two war periods, but don’t we have 
equally good reason now to reduce such projects when we are 
frantically trying to cut the federal budget? We certainly don’t 
need more producing acres at the present time. 

There are good reasons for some of the increased work of the 
Bureau of Reclamation. Projects for power, flood control, in- 
dustrial uses, and navigation are certainly in the public interest. 
But I cannot see the wisdom of adding crop-producing acres and 
at the same time attempting to curta:l production Gn existing 
tillable acres. 


I; you have a typical family-operated farm in the Corn Belt 
today, it represents capital of somewhere between $60,000 and 
$90,000. The USDA estimates this amount is about 3 times the 
1940 figure. Indications are that the $90,000 figure may be 
much larger a few years from now. 

When you are working with this amount of capital, it is 
time to quit trying to keep track of it in your head. You need a 
good account book, and you need to know how to use it. If you 
need help in getting started with your record keeping, it is avail- 
able. The state colleges, banks, farm organizations, county 
agents or FFA instructors, and many other groups or individ- 
uals are set up to help you. Also, if you have the opportunity, a 
night school or college short course in farm accounting is a good 
idea. And if your son is in college and plans to farm, encour- 
age him to take at least one course in farm accounting. 

Unfortunately, if mathematics is difficult for you (I’m not 
sure I ever really understood why ‘‘X”’ should ever equal ‘‘Y”’’), 
record keeping is going to be a chore. But it is essential, and if 
you can’t talk your wife into keeping your records, you had 
better get started on the job yourself.

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Consumers like 
meat-type pork 


Consumers bought 6% more meat-type 
pork than “regular” pork when they 
were priced the same, a survey by 2 
Purdue University agricultural econo- 
mists shows. 

Economists Jim Stevenson and Norton 
Smith also found that when consumers 
had a choice between “regular’’ pork at a 
lower price and meat-type pork at a high- 
er price, they spent 40c of their pork dol- 
lar on meat-type pork and 60% on 
regular pork. 

Consumer reaction to meat-type pork 
was measured at retail levels in 5 super- 
markets. Rail grading eliminated ‘“‘coun- 
terfeits,”’ or ‘meatless wonders”’ as well as 
overly fat hogs. Substandard loins were 
sorted out. 

For those pork products, such as bacon, 
hams, and shoulders, there appeared to 
be a fairly strong consumer preference 
when they were of the meat-type variety. 
The fat cannot be trimmed from these, as 
most of it is on the inside 

For those products which can be 
trimmed, there appeared to be no pref- 
erence for the meat-type product as com- 
pared to well-trimmed regular pork. 

Two practical problems were en- 
countered in processing and merchandis- 
ing meat-type pork products. The first 
was that of keeping them separate from 
other pork products in a large meat pack- 
ing plant. 

A second problem developed at the re- 
tail stores. Meat-type pork did not have 
as long a “shelf life’ as regular pork 
(Shelf life is a term used by the retail

I. true that Lyle Lovins checked out Hygromix as a 
worm-control method . . . carefully . .. methodically.

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College starts 
forage testing 


Pennsylvania dairy and livestock farm- 
ers now can take advantage of a unique 
forage testing service set up by the College 
of Agriculture of the Pennsylvania State 
University 

This service for testing hay and silages. 
even grains when requested, is designed 
to help farmers reduce their feed costs by 
producing and utilizing good-quality 
roughage to best advantage 

Dr. Richard Adams, extension dairy 
specialist, says this kind of forage testing 
program on their dairy demonstration 
farms has increased the return from a 25- 
cow herd by as much as $700 to $1,100 a 
year, and for a cost of from $30 to $50 for 
the testing service 

Here’s how the service works. A dairy- 
man or beef, sheep, or swine producer 
buys from his county agent a sampling 
kit for about $5, one for each sample to be 
tested. He takes his sample according to 
directions, otherwise the sample will not 
be accepted at the laboratory 

For example, in sampling baled or 
loose hay, the only samples accepted are 
those secured with a core sampler. Re- 
search men have found the core sample 
to be about the only way to get a truc 
sample of baled or loose hay. County 
agents sell such core samplers for about 
$12, or rent them to farmers 

Ihe farmer sends his forage samples to 
the Penn State Forage Testing Station 
The laboratory determines crude protein 
and crude fiber, then estimates digestible 
protein and total digestible nutrients, 
and designates a grade to each sample of 
forage 

The completed report for each sample 
is mailed to the farmer with a copy going 
to the county agent. A copy also is fur- 
nished to any other party concerned—a 
feed dealer, for example—if an appro- 
priate coupon is placed on the sample 
identification form at an added charge of 
50c to party requesting the extra copy 


Also, a farmer now can get a suggested 
feeding program at no extra charge How 
ever, the feeding program will not be de 
veloped unless the farmer provides all 
necessary information on grains and sup- 
plements he will feed, along with prices 
This will be sent along with the sampk 
on special forms available from the 
county agent 

All roughages being fed must have 
been sampled and tested. If these require- 
ments are complied with, the farmer will 
get a suggested feeding program, which 
will include least-cost grain formulas 

Adams estimates that in most dairy 
herds it will require from 6-10 samples a 
a year, depending on the number of var- 
ious roughages fed. And if a dairyman 
can reduce his feed costs by at least $500 

for an investment of $30-$50 a year 
many dairy and livestock men should be

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Premium eggs give him 
$640 more yearly income 


Loyd Kramer, Nobles County, Minne- 
sota, averages $640 a year extra income 
by oil-spraying his eggs and following 
other premium egg-production practices, 

Here’s how he gets the extra income: 
Kramer has a flock of 750 hens. Their 
average daily production is 70%. That’s 
525 eggs or 44 dozen daily. Kramer’s re- 
turn on premium eggs averages 4c a doz- 
en above market price, or $1.76 a day. 
Multiplied by 365 days, that’s an extra 
income of $642 a year. 

Kramer follows 3 management prac- 
tices in producing quality eggs: 


1. Oil-sprays eggs. He has oil-sprayed 
his eggs for 3 years. The first 2 years he 
didn’t have an egg cooler or egg room. 
However, he got 2c a dozen premium for 
oiling his eggs and delivering them to a 
buyer for shipment to big city markets. 
Now, with his egg room and cooler, he 
averages 4c a dozen premium. 

‘At first, we used a regular egg proc- 
essing oil. Now, we use an oil and water 
emulsion—1 part oil to 3 parts water,” 
Kramer said. “‘As our egg buyer provides 
the oil, our only extra expense is the little 
time it takes to spray them. We have a 
$2 hand spray which does this job real 
well. We also use a small electrical spray 
pump which is faster. 

‘As we buff, sort, and case each layer 
of eggs, we squirt a fine mist for a few sec- 
onds over the flats of eggs. As the oil 
drains down over the entire egg, it is only 
necessary to spray the flat of the eggs. 
This means they can be sprayed in layers 
from the top side only, either in or out of 
cases,”’ he said. 


2. Has separate egg room. The 10’x10’ 
egg room is located apart from the hen- 
house. “It stays cleaner and there’s less 
disturbing of the hens,’’ Kramer said. 

The egg room has an 11-case cooler 
which is expandable to 20 cases. The eggs 
are stored at 80% to 90% humidity at 50° 
temperature. The cooler’s motor provides 
enough heat for warmth when Kramer 
cases eggs during winter months. The egg 
room has two buffers, one with a shield 
and one without. As Kramer lives only a 
mile from his buyer in Adrian, Minne- 
sota, he delivers his own eggs at a savings 
of 1c a dozen over pickup service. 


3. Efficient henhouse. The 30’x50’ hen- 
house has thermostatic controlled ven- 
tilation and automatic waterers. Built 
from a South Dakota plan, it has drive-in 
door and removable center-spaced roosts 
for power cleaning of deep ground corn- 
cob litter. Suspended feeders are filled by 
hand from a corner feed room. 

The hens lay their eggs in an 8’x10’ 
colony nest room. Eggs are gathered 3 
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Oil spraying of eggs earned Lloyd Kramer 2c 
a dozen premium. Now that he has completed 
his egg room and cooler, he averages 4c a 
dozen extra for producing premium eggs. 


times a day for cleanliness and to help 
prevent breakage. As for production rec- 
ords, Kramer is averaging 70% egg pro- 
duction on 3 pounds of feed per dozen. 


Long-time business. Kramer has about 
$6,000 invested in poultry buildings and 
equipment. He plans one more addition 
—a new brooder house. When it is com- 
pleted, he will expand to 1,000 hens, the 
capacity of his present house. 

“T value my flock as much as a dairy 
herd of 20 cows. As I plan to be in poul- 
try for a while, I can’t afford not to pro- 
duce premium eggs,” Kramer said. 


Why oil-spray? Carbon dioxide, a normal 
constituent of the newly laid egg, plays 
an important role in egg quality. As soon 
as the egg is laid, this gas begins to escape 
through ihe shell. The net result is an in- 
crease in the alkalinity of the egg con- 
tents, which in turn causes a thinning of 
the thick white and a weakening of the 
yolk membrane. 


Why spray at the farm? Sealing of the 
pores of the shell and trapping the nat- 
ural carbon dioxide within the egg must 
be done within a few hours of laying. The 
egg rapidly comes into equilibrium with 
its surrounding atmosphere which con- 
tains 4 parts in 10,000 carbon dioxide 

In normal twice-a-week marketing 
of eggs from the farm, too much time 
elapses between laying and processing to 
make oil treating at the plant fully effec- 
tive. To stabilize interior quality, the 
sealing must be moved back to the farm 

the point of production. Close to 50%

Walk also has that basic interest in 
sheep that is so necessary to success with 
any class of livestock. 

Some farmers might overlook sheep be- 
cause the $20 per head income doesn’t 
seem outstanding on the surface. But, 
there is a great difference in gross and net. 
While it is easier to gross bigger money 
with hogs, for instance, remember that 
grain costs are much higher with hogs. 
Lambs put on a large part of their gain 
on pasture—some sheepmen market 
lambs in June without any grain what- 
ever. So out-of-pocket costs are low. 

Other basic considerations are pasture, 
fencing, and buildings. Generally, sheep 
raisers figure 5 ewes with lambs will need 
as much pasture as one cow. Walk agrees 
it takes about that amount. As for fences, 
sheep are easily held with woven wire or 
with several barbed wires. Electric fence 
is not as successful, as wool insulates. 

Watch out for dogs. One thing that dis- 
courages some farmers from raising sheep 
is dog trouble. You can do three things: 
(1) get insurance, (2) have a good dog of 
your own to give warning if strays get into 
the flock at night, and (3) leave gates 
open so sheep can go to the barn lot at 
night if they’re molested. 

Nothing elaborate is required in the 
way of buildings. Yet, they should be 
sufficient to give the necessary protection 
during lambing. Walk converted and 
enlarged a laying house for his flock, 
leaving the entire south side open. This 
provides ample room and ventilation. 

Buy breeding stock early. ““There’s a 
right way and a wrong way to start,” 
says Walk. “I started the wrong way, but 
it was a good lesson.” Back in 1951, Walk 
bought some grade ewes late in the fall 
at a sale barn. He didn’t have sufficient 
time to get them into condition and the 
result was lambing paralysis. 

Judging from that experience, Walk 
feels it’s best to buy from someone you 
know, and to buy as early as possible 
Even so, chances are that the ewes will 
be bred when you get them. If they are, 
find out when they were bred, and make 
sure you have at least 6 to 8 weeks to get 
them into condition before lambing. 

Another thing to remember in select- 
ing ewes is that white-faced ones will 
breed sooner than the black faces. This 
will make a difference in shooting for 
that June-July market. As to the ques- 
tion whether to buy “native” or ‘““West- 
ern” ewes, Walk believes the natives are 
the best bet as they generally have longer 
wool, shear heavier, and produce a high- 
er average of lambs. (Some may take ex- 
ception to this, pointing out that West- 
erns are more hardy, which offsets other 
drawbacks. ) 

A second way to start would be to buy 
young ewes in the spring. This would 
give you greater control over the produc- 
tion of your flock. That's the way Walk 
handled his purebred herd. He bought 
yearling ewe lambs in February, starting 
with 18 head.

Mucin may be 
bloat answer 


Feeding a mucus-like substance, such as 
the mucin in linseed meal, may eliminate 
bloating of cattle from green legumes and 
other pastures 

Research at the Onderstepoort labo- 
ratory in South Africa and at Kansas 
State College indicates that cattle bloat- 
ing depends on whether or not the feed 
being digested in the cow’s stomach is 
watery or gummy. 

When it is watery, gas bubbles rise 
freely and bloat seldom results. As it be- 
comes more gummy, gas bubbles are 
trapped, form froth, and cause bioat. 

The froth forms immediately after ani- 
mals eat succulent, leafy legumes. But 
mature, stalky legumes make the partly 
digested food watery and bloat ceases. 
South African research indicates that it 
was the saliva that made the partly di- 
gested food watery and prevented bloat. 
Enough saliva is formed when stalky 
legumes are fed. Apparently not enough 
forms when succulent, leafy, easily eaten 
legumes are fed 

E. E. Bartley checked that theory by 
putting rumen contents (removed from 
fistulated heifers) in jars and adding 
saliva to some jars but not to others. More 
gas escaped from jars to which saliva was 
added. More gas was trapped in jars 
without added saliva. 

Since it is the mucin in saliva that af- 
fects the wateriness or gumminess of 
stomach or rumen contents, Bartley then 
used mucin from linseed meal in the jars 
with similar results 


Carrying his theory another step, Bart- 
ley fed 6 dry cows linseed meal and put 
them on alfalfa pasture with 6 not fed 
linseed meal. In 6 days there were 19 
cases of bloat among those that got no 
linseed meal; 3 cases among those that 
got it 

Next he used 34 cows giving milk, 17 
in each group. Checking them 2 to 5 
hours after pasture 3 successive days, he 
found 32 cases of bloat among the un- 
treated cows but only 9 cases among those 
that got linseed meal 

The bloat condition of some of the 
cows receiving the linseed meal subsided 
before they were taken off of pasture.

THIS COW HERD is Donald Jones’ dependable supply of low-cost feeders each year. 
His top-quality calves reflect 13 years of good heifer selection and the use of good, 
purebred bulls. His 106-cow herd and his 26 litters of pigs yearly give him 500 pounds 
of beef and 200 pounds of pork a year per acre on his 240-acre farm. 


HIS FEEDERS, dropped in March-April, 


go into the feed lot in November averaging 
500 pounds. He markets heifers in August at 
900 pounds; the steers in September at 


1,150. The 2-pound daily gain costs 16 cents. 


REPLACEMENT HEIFERS maintain his 
herd at the 106 level. He doesn’t worry about 
type of cattle available or the market, but 
plans yearly to feed out his feeders costing 


$50 — boarding of cows, $40; creep feed, $10. 


Donald Jones, Fillmore County, Minnesota, is one 
feeder who doesn’t worry about where to buy or how 
much to pay for feeder calves. 

He raises his own in volume numbers on 240 acres, 
marketing over 500 pounds of beef and 200 pounds of 
pork a year per acre—doing all this by himself with- 
out any hired help. 

This year, based on past experience, Jones will re- 
alize a 95-100% calf crop from 106 grade Hereford 
cows. Based on 1957-58 prices, his boarding cost per 
cow is $40. (This includes the 200-250-pound gain 
first-calf heifers put on while carrying calves.) Add $10 
to this for calf creep-feeding and his total expense in 
producing a 500-pound top-quality calf for the feed 
lot is $50. 

Figuring at only 25c per pound, this puts the market 
value of his 500-pound calves at $125. Deducting 
from this the $50 cost of raising, and his feeder calves 
have already realized a profit of $75 at weaning time. 

Any feeder would naturally jump at the chance to

buy top-quality calves at $50 each. However, econo- 
my is not the only reason why Jones keeps a beef herd. 
There are four other reasons: 


First, quality calves. “It’s taken me 13 years to build 
up my grade Hereford herd to 106 cows. Since I like 
to feed out about 100 a year, I filled in with purchased 
feeders during the past years. My own calves have al- 
ways outgained and stayed healthier than the ones | 
bought,” Jones said. 


Second, a sure supply. “It takes a lot of worry off your 
mind to know your feeders are out on pasture just 
waiting to be rounded up and brought into the feed 
lot. You don’t have to put in a lot of time looking for 
the calves you want. You’re not running the risk of 
buying disease and bringing it onto your place, cither.”’ 


Third, helps stabilize income. “Some feeders can’t 
make up their minds about [ Turn to page 132

How to get more 
work done this year 


Now's the time to be thinking of ways to make your time go further this year. Load 


your tractor so it does a man-size job, cut down the number of times over the field, hire 


custom operators for some jobs, combine your work operations when you can. You can make 


use of the ideas here. Add more of your own to make your work and time really count! 


1. Four-row wheel-track planter plants 40 acres a day 
in 42” rows. William Merriam, Rock County, Wisconsin, de- 
veloped unit with mounted planter and 1 bu. seed boxes. He 
refills every 15 acres. Barrels hold liquid starter, weed killer. 


2. Tandem hitch, made by R. Bruce Stevenson, Circle- 
ville, Ohio, makes one time over a field do work of several. 
Hitch includes 3 double disks followed by cultipacker, drag. 
“Gets maximum use from machinery," says Stevenson. 


3. Tandem tractors let Richard Batts, Jamestown, In- 
diana, pull 5-bottom plow instead of 3, or disk with double 
14’ disk. He says, ‘It cuts tire wear 40-50% and tractor 
maintenance 50%."" But big advantage for Batts is that he 
can speed up his field work even when he can't find extra help. 

4. Four operations— one trip. Dan McAllister, Henry 
County, lowa, plants 4 rows of corn, bands liquid starter be- 
side and below each row, applies granular heptachlor to con- 
trol soil insects, sprays pre-emergence weed killer behind. 

5. Bugs, weeds controlled jn one trip. Keith McAllister, 
cousin of Dan (above), covers 6 rows with granular DDT for 
corn borers and pulls 300 gal., 2-wheel spray rig with ex- 
tended booms to apply weed killer through drop pipes.

6. Single pull-type hitch on wheels (upper picture) en- 
ables B. F. Dietsch, Williams County, Ohio, to pull two 10’ 
spring-tooth harrows; three 7’ disks, or 40’ wide harrow. 

A track-type tractor is used by Henry Walz, Williams 
County, to pull 5 sections of spring-tooth harrow, 3 cultipack- 
ers, 3 spike-tooth harrows (lower). He can travel 6 mph. 


7. Channel iron axle with tube extensions make 4-row 
wheel-track planter for Carleton Strand, Linn County, lowa. 
Extra width obtained with auto wheel and tire bolted to 
tractor wheel. Power steering makes driving easy. 


8. Multiple hitch for his crawler tractor enabled Joe Van 
Meter, Piketon, Ohio, to work land in 24’ strips instead of 
10’. He pulls 3 disks, 3 cultipackers at one time; covers 45 
acres in 8 hours, saves fuel, gets longer equipment life. 

Trailer hitch carries cross bar made of 4’’x6” angle iron for 
cultipacker and disk at each end. 


9. Liquid fertilizer applicator supplies farmers with 
any formulation, in loads as small as '/4 ton. Truck will carry 
2'/ tons, can apply at rate of 400 Ib. an acre at 20 acres per 
hour, and covers 100 acres a day 6-7 miles from plant. Most 
commonly ordered formula at this Ohio plant is 12-12-4. 
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A 5” feed auger running lengthwise of finishing building is 176’ 
long, fills feeders. The lever-operated slides regulate feed flow. 
Nine ventilating ducts are over every other 16’x28’ pen. Aijir is 
blown into building and escapes near wall, at center, and at end. 
Air goes out through roof ventilators. Building sides drop open.

Tell your congressman which you think most sound

As an in- 
dustry, we have let non-farmers do us in. More than that, 
we have even helped them by fighting among ourselves. 

We must now unite as many farm groups as possible 
and present a strong front and a common plan to the 86th 
Congress. Moreover, we must not be detained by threats 
that President Eisenhower will veto any good farm legis- 
lation that is passed by Congress. 

The voters, particularly the farm voters, have asked 
for a change. They have sent many new men to Congress 
secking this change. We must give them a change—over 
the President’s objections if necessary.

@ To resist current efforts to amend drastically programs 
now being used for sugar, tobacco, and peanuts.

@ To approve a self-help dairy stabilization program, like 
the one developed by our Dairy Committee recently. 

@ To prepare for passage in 1960 a new approach to the 
corn-feed-grain problem. The present program, we fear, 
will lead to an avalanche of production, much of which 
will be destined for CCC bins. This program, further- 
more, will be disastrous for livestock farmers. The Grange 
has the general framework for an improved corn-feed- 
grain adjustment program on paper. 


restrictions upon farm freedom which were imposed in 
other times under other conditions. 

By now, it should be obvious to anyone who wants to 
look, that the government acreage control and price fix- 
ing programs of the past 25 years have discouraged need- 
ed adjustments and stimulated the production of moun- 
tains of crops that consumers do not want. 

I believe strongly that if we place all farm production 
under a control and pricing scheme, or add farmers to the 
public payroll under some income payment plan, we will 
reduce farm income and move a long way toward 
peasantry in American agriculture. 

Perhaps the quickest way to a farm peasantry in America ts the 
compensatory payment or Brannan Plan. This would place 
every farmer on the government payroll, and anyone 
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Quite briefly, here is what the National Farmer’s 
Union believes should be passed by Congress this session: 

First, we need a fairly simple, direct bill to put an immediate 
stopper on the fall of farm prices and income. 

This should probably be a stop-gap bill to keep the Ad- 
ministration from dropping price supports below last 
year’s level—or the 1954 level, which President Eisen- 
hower adopted to get through the election year. 

Second, we need a comprehensive, longer-range bill to give 
farmers the same kind of “bargaining power’ which other seg- 
ments of the economy have. We need legislation to enable 
farmers to band together for effective management of 
their production so that the law of supply and demand 
will work on our side, instead of [ Turn to page 144 





@ To expand the marketing orders and agreements legis- 
lation to include such other commodities as can effective- 
ly use them. 

Our goal is not only to thicken the farmer’s pocketbook 
by increasing income and reducing expenses, but also to 
drastically reduce the cost of price support measures. Self- 
help, self-financing programs, run by farmers, where 
they can be made to work, are far wiser and cheaper than 
any other approach. 

The Grange Dairy Stabilization Program, for instance, 
will save Uncle Sam between $100 and $300 million per 
year as compared with the present program. Our wheat 
program will save up to another $300 million the first year, 
and more later on. Other untold millions of dollars can 
be saved through a sound corn-feed-grains program.

knows that if you are on a payroll—you do as the boss 
says. Consumers outnumber farm producers 15 to 1. In 
the long run, government decisions under a payment 
program necessarily would favor consumers. They have 
more votes. 

So our first request of Congress is a negative one—don’t 
enact a compensatory payment plan. It would endanger 
the family farm as we know it. 

The Agricultural Act of 1958 marks a change in the 
direction of farm policy. While it falls short of our recom- 
mendations, it is a significant step toward more workable 
programs for cotton, rice, and feed grains. These pro- 
visions should be continued until the need for changes can 
be considered in the light of experience.

There’s a lot of interest these days in dwarf corn. 
Small plots appeared throughout the Corn Belt last 
year. College research and commercial corn breeders 
report yields somewhat below normal hybrids. Foun- 
dation seed is reported to be available in the near 
future. Just where do we stand? 
First, the impression seems to be there is only one 
dwarf corn. Actually, there’s a whole family! There 
are a number of different recessive and similarly in- 
herited factors which affect height of a corn plant. 
A list of known dwarfs includes: dwarf,, dwarf, 
dwarfs, nana,, nanag, brachytic,, brachytics, brevis, pygmy, 
anther-ear, compact, and reduced. 
A number of these known dwarf genes result in 
plants which are much alike in appearance. Some of 
these are known to be different, however, because 
when crossed together they give normal progenies. If 
two individually isolated dwarfs are crossed together 
and they give a dwarf progeny, it is assumed they 
carry the same dwarf gene. The degree of dwarfism 
varies. For example, dwarf,, and nana;, give extreme : 
dwarfism. The mature plants are only 1 or 2 feet tall. The dwarfs are built to take it. Ears are lower, and stalks are shorter than 
The group of dwarfs which may have the greatest normal hybrid corn.

Eatrigued by the easy-to-care-for benefits of wash ’n wear fabrics, 


many of you women are turning to your sewing machines to stitch 
up wardrobes in synthetics, cottons with a no-iron finish, and 
cotton and synthetic blends. 

If you haven't stitched with the modern fabrics before or have 
had difficulty getting that professional finished look in synthetic 
garments—here are helpful tips to make your wash ’n wear sewing 
more successful and enjoyable. 

Basic procedure for sewing with synthetics is essentially the 
same as with fabrics of natural fibers. But for best results with 
synthetics (and blends), it pays doubly to use top-notch work-

Since most wash 'n wear fabrics haveatendency 
to fray rather badly (as shown in example A), 
it is most advisable to pink and and stitch seams 
(B), or to bind them (C). Overcasting the seam 
edges is also a satisfactory practice. 
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“Matkin” set is handy for snack serving. 
Bridge motifs are cut from fabric-backed 
vinyl, decorated with machine or hand em- 
broidery. Napkins slip into razor-cut slots. 


To monogram with embroidery hoop and 
straight-needle machine, just stencil letter on 
fabric, remove pressure foot, and stitch — 
using a circular motion, until area is filled.

Before you borrow money next time read the tips in 
this report, then do some advance planning and careful 
checking before you sign any loan papers. 

Remember: when you borrow, you’re actually buying 
the use of money. You should shop around and watch 
the cost of money just as closely as any other purchase. 

Here are some ways to save: 


Figure interest charges from dealers and other lenders. 
Usually you’ll have the lowest interest charges if you 
get your loan from a bank or other lending agency spe- 
cializing in farm loans. 

However, many merchants finance their farm cus- 
tomers through local banks at the regular bank interest 
rate. Some lenders prefer to handle machinery this way 
—because, if the loan defaults, the machinery dealer gets 
the machinery instead of the lender. 

One central Illinois implement dealer admitted to me 
that when machinery is financed through his company 
finance arrangement, interest charges may actually 
range from 9% to 12%—when interest charges are 
figured for the whole loan period. 

Here’s how such a deal might work: You want to buy a 
self-propelled combine and corn-picker combination. 
The cost is around $7,500. The dealer offers to finance 
it for 3 years at 6%. He figures 6% of $7,500 is $450 a 
year—or $1,350 for 3 years. Then he adds the $7,500 
and $1,350 and gets $8,850 total. When he divides this 
amount by 3 years, he explains that you can pay off the 
debt at $2,950 a year. 

But look out! If you accept this deal, you’ll actually 
pay interest on some money you've already paid back. 

Here’s why: After repaying your first $2,500 on the 
principal (one-third), you’ll owe only $5,000. But if you 
are charged $450 interest the second year, that figures 
out to be 9% interest on the $5,000 you still owe. And if 
you pay $450 interest the third year when you still owe 
only $2,500, you are paying interest at a rate of 18%. 
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For the 3 years, your average rate under this plan 
would be 11%. 

It should work this way: If you or your dealer will 
finance through a local bank at 6% figured on the unpaid 
balance, your interest costs will be much less. 

On the $7,500 loan we mentioned above, you'll pay 
$450 interest (6% of $7,500) the first year. The second 
year you'll be charged $300 interest (6% of 5,000 un- 
paid balance). In the third year, you will pay $150 in- 
terest (6% of $2,500). So your total interest cost finan- 
cing this way will add up to $900 for the 3 years—a 
saving of $450 over the other method. 


Check the total interest charged as well as the rate at 
which it’s figured. 

Suppose, for example, you borrow $1,000 at 6% and 
get $1,000 to use for a year—and then pay back $1,060. 
In this case you are paying 6% simple interest. 

But some lenders subtract $60 from the $1,000 when 
the loan is made and give you $940. At the end of the 
year you pay back $1,000. So on this deal, you are pay- 
ing $60 interest for the use of $940. The true interest rate is 
almost 6.4%. 


If you're an extra good risk, you may be able to get low- 
er interest rates. Most banks and other agencies lending 
to farmers have a standard interest rate. 

But if you own some good land free of debt, have a 
high investment in other property, and have a good rep- 
utation for paying off loans, you may be able to borrow 
at % to 1% less than the man whose loan carries a high- 
er risk. 

How to get a rate break. Before you approach a lender, 
make up a financial statement showing your total as- 
sets and liabilities. The lender can see that you have a 
high net worth and thus he has less risk. If lenders are 
competing strongly for good loans, you may get a lower 
interest rate. [ Turn to page 86

Put all your needs into one loan or line of 
credit. If you can figure all your money 
needs for a crop season or feeding period 
at one time, you may save on interest 
charges. 
One Illinois banker I talked to charges 
> interest on loans under $1,000 and 
6% on loans for more than this. 

Or you might be able to establish a 
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line of credit that you can draw on as you 
need it—repay as you sell corn or hogs. 

Here’s how one Midwest Production 
Credit Association works this idea: It lets 
a farmer figure all his different money 
needs for the whole crop season. As the 
farmer needs money for fertilizer, tractor 
fuel, and other farm expenses month by 
month, the PCA provides the money. 
Repayments are scheduled 3 times a year 

when wheat, corn, and soybeans go to 
market. And the farmer pays interest only on 
the borrowed money he has not yet repaid. One 
farmer borrowed $22,000 over a 1-year 
period but his total interest charges were 
less than $300 


Remember: Loan fees add to costs. Some 
lenders may have a set interest rate but 
charge a service fee when the loan is 
made 
without the fee, you'll be money ahead. 

For example, one lender | 


If you can borrow at the same cost

charges a loan service fee of three-tenths 
of the interest charge, with a $15 max- 
imum fee. 

How it works: On a $1,000 loan at 6%, 
the interest charge would be $60 for 1 
year. The service fee figured at three- 
tenths of the interest charge would be 
$18. Since $15 is the maximum fee, the 
total cost for the loan would be $75. So 
the actual interest rate on this 1-year loan 
would figure out to 7.5%. 


Borrow money for farm operations: Pay 
cash for consumer goods. Why?

New milking parlor 


Ass cows enter parlor, ropes are pulled to de- 
liver grain to feeders. Each “pull” delivers 
2% pounds. Rudy knows each cow's ap- 
proximate production, feeds accordingly. 


The new steel 52’x96’ loafing barn is 
located a short distance from the holding 
area. The old barn is being used for feed 
storage and for calves and heifers. Rem- 
men hopes to add a new hay storage and 
feeding unit within a year or two. Silage 
is self-fed from trench silos in a hillside 
near the loafing barn. 

When the herd size was increased, first- 
calf heifers were purchased. Remmen 
stresses the need for the right kind of cows 
to fit a streamlined dairy arrangement 
like his. They should have healthy sound 
udders, milk easily, let milk down readily 
Since the herringbone system has been 
used, 4 cows have been culled because 
they didn’t fit the operation. Four more 
will be culled when they can be replaced 
with other good cows. The herd is tested

Dwarf corn

There are distinct differences between 
these two types, as the pictures show. The 
brachyticg is a type in which dwarfing is 
brought about by a shortening of plant 
internodes without markedly affecting 
the other plant dimensions. Therefore, 
the leaves are still long and broad and the 
stem is thick. These normal characteris- 
tics, coupled with the shortened stem, 
give the plant a particularly luxuriant 
appearance. 

Che compact type is an example of a 
dwarf in which all the plant parts seem to 
be reduced to approximately a propor- 
tional extent. Leaf width, leat length, 
stem diameter, and internodes are all 
reduced to an approximately equal de- 
gree. This proportionate reduction gives 
the plant a trim, compact appearance, 
from which the type derives its name 

The dwarfing genes are all recessive 
genes. This means it is necessary that all 
inbreds which appear in the hybrid must 
be converted first to this dwarf gene. This 
means that all 4 inbreds must carry the 
dwarf gene before a dwarf double-cross 
hybrid can be produced 


Advantages of dwarf corn 


The original goal of corn breeders in 
the field of dwarf corn was standability 
Dwarfs offered one answer to the serious 
lodging preblem. As corn growers went to 
higher plant populations and _ heavier 
rates of fertilizer, yields increased, but so 
did lodging. Taller, heavier stalks, and 
heavier ears caused the stalks to break 
[his has become particularly serious in 
the latter part of the harvest season 

The dbrachytice dwarf corns average only 
4 feet high with normal-size ears 12 to 20 
inches from the ground. Planted along- 
side normal hybrids, brachytice dwarfs 
have remained 99% erect, while a nor- 
mal hybrid is only 38° erect as late as 
the last week in November. 

The compact type has averaged 31% 
feet in height in 40-inch rows, with ears 
18 inches above the ground. Early re- 











“You can let go of it now’ 
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ports indicate this type also will withstand 
lodging much better than normal hybrids. 

In tests conducted at several Illinois 
locations, stalk breakage in dwarf hybrids 
averaged less than 2% and has never ex- 
ceeded 10% in any dwarf studies. These 
tests have included conditions under 
which stalk breakage in normal hybrids 
has exceeded 80%. 

Harvesting losses are lower in dwarf 
corn than in norma! hybrids. Agricul- 
tural engineers at the University of Illi- 
nois are running large numbers of com- 
parative tests on this point. Results so far 
are very encouraging. The over-all dwarf 
corn losses totaled only 544% at timely 


Dwarf corn plants are more efficient 
grain producers than are normal hybrids. 
This efficiency is measured by corn 
breeders with the ratio of pounds of dry 
matter per pound of grain produced. 
Tests of brachytics, at Illinois show it takes 
only 0.8 pound of stover to produce a 
pound of grain. Normal hybrids grow- 
ing in adjacent rows produced 14 pounds 
of stover for each pound of grain 

There is reason to believe that dwarfs 
may also make more efficient use of avail- 
able planting space on a field basis. The 
compact dwarf has the ability to produce 
high yields at unbelievable populations 








harvest, and only 914% when harvested 
late. 

Combines equipped with 43” diam- 
eter reels, set 14” above the cutter bar, 
work best. Bats are set at a wide angle to 
avoid smashing stalks down below cutter 
bar. These reel combines proved to be 
superior to combines equipped with 
picker-heads which harvested just the 
ears. The engineers report combines have 
no trouble handling the entire dwarf corn 
plants. In fact, topping dwarf corn before 
combining resulted in no harvesting ad- 
vantage over untopped dwarf corn. 

Uneven ear height is still a problem, 
but so was it with the early normal hy- 
brids. The remarkable standability of 
dwarf corn contributes to lower harvest- 
ing losses through fewer down stalks and 
dropped ears.

This dwarf made its highest yield at 
26,000 plants per acre and dropped off 
only a few bushels when this rate was 
extended to 78,000 plants per acre. 

These yields are made on inbred lines. 
What they will do as hybrids is not 
known, but indications are that as com- 
pact hybrids they will react similarly or 
perhaps better. At these high populations, 
stress on the plant reaches the point 
where it becomes important that plants 
are evenly spaced. This means every plant 
is an equal distance from every other 
plant in all directions. It is safe to predict 
that if this compact dwarf ever reaches 
commercial production, we will make 
some major changes in our corn produc- 
tion methods 

In 40-inch rows as we now convention- 
ally plant corn, dwarfs are recognized as 
a potential nurse crop for legume seed- 
ings. Excellent legume stands have been 
obtained in some trials, but complete 
failures have also resulted in other trials 
More research will develop this practice 

Up to this time, no plant breeder 
either college or commercial—has an- 
nounced development of a dwarf hybrid 
which yields as much as conventional 
hybrids now being grown. But they are 
close. Illinois yields are only 10% below 
normal hybrids 

In time, it may be possible to incor- 
porate dwarfism in some high-yielding 
lines which are not now in production, 
and overcome this deficit in yield

@ They get big quickly, cheaply. 

In 1957, prices were high and steers 
were hard to find—King bought only 6 
at 16c a pound. He bought them later 
than usual—on January 1, 1958—and 
sold them on April 29 at $21.50. 

In 1956 he held 29 head only 4% 
months and they gained 411 pounds— 
this on a ground ear corn and supple- 
ment ration, plus some cheap hay and 
oats straw. 

King paid 11)4c per pound for these 
steers on November 17 when they were 
one year old and weighed 699 pounds. 
He let them clean up a stalk field and 
started feeding them on December 1. 

Once accustomed to grain, the 29 
head were fed 7 bushels of ground ear 
corn per day. Along with this the steers 
got 2 pounds of 20% protein supplement, 
containing stilbestrol, per head daily. 

For roughage, King fed baled hay 
made up of improved-pasture clippings. 
The pasture contained fescue, orchard 
grass, alfalfa, and wild millet. However, 
since it was a new seeding, the hay was 
mostly millet—but the steers cleaned it 
up. He fed them all they would eat. 
Steers also got some baled oats straw. 

He sold his ’56 crop on April 1 at 16c 
per pound on the St. Joseph, Missouri, 
market. King says the cattle market was 
climbing at the time and had he held 


them 12 days longer he believes they 
would have brought 19c. But that’s the 
gamble in the project. 

You’ve got to buy Holsteins with the 
idea that you’ll make your big profit from 
the price spread between what they cost 
per pound and what you can get on the 
market. King says he would like to get at 
least 3c and preferably 5c or 6c spread 
each year. But that’s difficult. Holsteins 
are hard to find and when you find them, 
you have to buy them right. 

However, King believes you are more 
apt to get the spread with Holsteins than 
with the average run of low- to medium- 
quality beef steers. 

So he figures there’s less risk if you can 
put on the gains and move the Holsteins 
on the spring market. For example, King 
says you can own a steer and a half if you 
buy Holsteins at the price you’d pay for 
one good beef steer, provided they weigh 
about the same. 


Livestock specialists go along with 
King’s experience on plain cattle. Any 
type of big cattle will make fast gains 
over a short feed period. 

But there are some precautions. You 
can’t handle plain cattle as you do your 
better grades of beef steers which are sold 
from June till February. On Holsteins or 
other plain cattle, your best bet is to 
start them in the fall when they have 
some size—say 700 to 800 pounds. Feed 
them low-cost roughage or corn silage 
and a high-protein supplement such as 
soybean or cottonseed meal. 

Hold straight grain feeding to a maxi- 
mum of 30 days. Then sell them early in 
the spring—from March till May. Such 
cattle enjoy a limited market, and this 
falls during the spring months.

Two good reversible 
feeder systems

Problem here was in feeding corn silage to 
45 dairy cows from silo at one end of the 
shed and grass silage from silos at the other 
end. Carrying 2'/-3 tons of silage a day 
took two men 45 minutes of hard work.

as grass silage end of auger feeder Matthis 
built between silos, he built a 20’ cross 
auger. It is made of two sections of auger 
flighting connected with a universal joint. 
The silo unloader is moved from silo to silo. 


Cows eat from a 105’ long bunk, equipped 
with auger. A 5-hp. reversible motor powers it, 
takes corn silage down the bunk one way and 
grass silage down the other. Two unloaders 
and auger switches are at grass silage end. 
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Dale Gregg, Wyandot County, Ohio 


“It used to take us a half-hour of hard work 
to feed silage, now we do it in 5 minutes 
with an 85’ bunk conveyer between the 
silos,"" say Dale Gregg and his father, Paul 
“And now we're feeding more cows, too."’ 


Since the operation of the bunk conveyer had 
to be reversed to convey from silos at each 
end, Greggs devised a simple, quick-change 
motor mount for each end of the bunk. This 
way the motor always pulls silage toward it. 


Bunk is 7!" deep, 27” wide. Conveyer is of 
two pieces of No. 62 steel chain with 2x2s 
as cross slats. Slats are 2’ apart. The silage is 
thrown down by silo unloaders. Bunk cost of 
$300 wouldn't hire a man for long today

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Lamb pools pay off 
for these sheepmen 


By pooling and grading their lambs, Pennsylvania sheepmen 
attract buyers. Result: A fairer price for their livestock 


By Elton Tait 


Lamb pools may be the bootstrap which 
will lift the sheep industry in Pennsyl- 
vania into a profitable and expanding 
enterprise. The first pool in 1953 handled 
only a few hundred. In 1955, about 8,500 
lambs were sold through pools, and in 
1956 and 1957 around 20,000 lambs were 
consigned by Pennsylvania sheepmen 

Pennsylvania sheepmen have long 
needed a good lamb market. Most of the 
sheep in the state are raised in small flocks 
as only a part of the farm operation. Fur- 
thermore, most of these flocks are too far 
from a central market to realize a fair 
price for the lamb crop. Local butchers 
take a few top-quality lambs. Auctions 
handle a few more. But these lambs are 
not graded, so top lambs don’t bring their 
true value. 

Here’s how Tom King, extension live- 
stock specialist, Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity, describes the operation of a lamb 


pool. 


The county sheep and wool growers as- 
sociation (which has handled wool co- 
operatively for years) arranges with a 
nearby livestock auction for the use of its 
facilities. A pooling day is advertised. The 
growers are asked to call in the number of 
lambs they expect to bring to the market. 

When the grower arrives with his 
lambs, the grader climbs into the truck 
and grades the lambs. The grower !ooks 
at the posted prices, and at the grade on 
each of his lambs, then makes his deci- 
sion. He can unload them and sell them 
all, or he can unload only the top grade 


Lambs are graded in owner's truck on arrival 
at lamb pool. After checking grade and 
price, owner decides whether he wants to sell 


and take the lower grades home. Or he 
can take all his lambs back home, which 
costs him nothing. 

The consignor gets his check just as 
soon as the lambs come off the scales. His 
commission expense is 50 cents a head, 
which pays the grader, auction rental, 
labor, transportation, and commission to 
the Pittsburgh Producers Livestock Co- 
operative Associatin. The latter organi- 
zation handles all lambs marketed 
through pools in Pennsylvania. All lambs 
are trucked to a packing company in 
Boston or New York. 


Lambs go into 5 major grades: Prime, 
Choice, Good, Medium, and Plain. They 
are marked double blue, blue back, red 
back, red shoulder, and red rump. These 
markings are easily distinguished. 

The lamb pools are not based on any 
“get-rich-quick” scheme. Prices at last 
year’s pools were almost exactly the same 
as lamb prices paid in Chicago, Pitts- 
burgh, Baltimore, and Lancaster. This 
means a farmer can bring any number of 
lambs to the pool and get what those 
lambs are worth in Pittsburgh or Lan- 
caster—without the cost of trucking and 
heavy shrinkage. And he likes the idea of 
making his choice to sell or not to sell 
even after the lambs are graded. Posted 
prices stand regardless of the number of 
lambs consigned. 

It looks as though lamb pools are here 
to stay and will benefit sheepmen in 
Pennsylvania as much as the cooperative 
wool pools have for 40 years.

Add heat for pigs in cold farrowing house 
Your management during critical weeks just 
before and after farrowing has a big effect 
on profits. Check yourself on management 
details now—and save and wean more pigs

Whether you use farrowing crates or pens, whether Don't skimp on size of farrowing stalls 
you practice early weaning or wean at 8 weeks, there 
are basic management practices you should follow. 
One problem in the past has been that recommenda- 
tions on these management practices have not been 
uniform—you get different ideas from different 
sources. Now we have uniform recommendations, 
based on research and practical experience of about 
200 sources, including U.S.D.A., land-grant colleges, 
and others, compiled by the Nutrition Council of the 
American Feed Manufacturers Association. 

Here are some of these tips which apply especially 
to your swine management the next month or two: 

Give pigs feed, water in 

Before farrowing ee. ’ 
Hand-feed bred sows and gilts so the animals will 
use more pasture and other roughages. This cuts 
feed costs—and condition of the sows and gilts can 
be controlled better. However, specially adapted 
bulky rations can be self-fed successfully. 


If you self-feed during gestation, you should provide 
1 foot of feeder space or a self-feeder hole: for each 2 
to 3 sows or gilts in dry lot; for each 3 to 4 on pasture 

(A 6-foot feeder open on both sides has 12 feet of 
feeding space.) 


For hand-feeding or hand-watering bred gilts and 
sows, each animal should have 1) to 2 feet of trough 
space. You should provide one automatic watering 
cup for each 12 gilts or for each 10 sows. (A waterer 
with 2 openings counts as 2 cups.) 


If you feed alfalfa hay in a rack, allow a foot of feed- 
ing space for each 4 sows. 


Farrowing time 


Farrowing house temperature recommended is 55 to 
65 degrees, provided the building has adequate ven- 
tilation for the animals. Inject iron solution for anemia prevention 


If temperature falls below 65 degrees in the farrowing 
house put heat lamps in a corner where the pigs can 
get to the heat but the sows can’t. If you use a 250- 
watt heat lamp, suspend it about 2 feet above the 
bedding. ‘To wean pigs from lamp, turn it off during

Farrowing pen size in a central house or in- 
dividual houses should be at least 6’ by 8’ 
for gilts, 8’ by 8’ for sows. 


Guard rails in central farrowing house 
pens and in individual houses should be 
8 inches above the bedding and 8 inches 
from the wall of the house. 


Farrowing stalls or crates should be 20 
inches wide for gilts, 2 feet wide for sows. 
And they should be at least 6 feet long 
for gilts, 7 feet long for sows. Space be- 
neath the bottom board should be '% the 
stall width. Minimum width on each side 
of the stall or crate, for the pigs up to 2 
weeks of age, is 18 inches. 


A light bedding of chopped or short straw 
or hay, wood shavings, ground corncobs, 
oats hulls, or other suitable material is 
recommended for the farrowing house 


Creep feed pigs, beginning the first week 
You should provide at least a foot of 
feeder space for each 5 pigs, and you 
shouldn’t allow more than 40 pigs pet 
creep. The edge of the feeder trough 
shouldn’t be more than 4 inches above 
the floor or ground 


Aside from the creep, cach sow or gilt and 
litter should have at least 1 foot of self- 
feeder space or | self-feeder hole. That's 
for self-feeding 

For hand-feeding, each sow or gilt and 
litter should have at least 11% feet of 
feeding space. 


With automatic cups, provide at least 1 cup 
not less than 6 inches across for each 4 
gilts or sows and their litters. 

For hand-watering in troughs, provide 
at least 2 feet of trough space per sow or 
gilt and litter. 


Adjust size of litters according to the num- 
ber of the sows’ functioning teats. Give 
some pigs from big litters to sows with 
fewer pigs. 

Transfer pigs as early as possible—it 
usually must be done within 3 to 4 days. 


Clipping needle teeth of pigs at birth or on 
the first day is recommended for large 
litters, for pigs that are to be transferred, 
or when injuries to pigs or to sows’ teats 
are a problem. Only the tips of these teeth 
should be clipped. 


Guard against anemia, if pigs are [arrowed 
in houses, by putting some clean soil ot 
sod in the pen, by painting the sow’s ud- 
der with copperas solution, by giving iron 
pills to the pigs—or more surely, by giv- 
ing pigs an intramuscular injection of an 
iron solution. 


Castrate during first 4 weeks, but not during 
the 3 weeks following cholera vaccina- 
tion. Also, pigs weaned at 4 weeks or 
earlier shouldn’t be castrated within a 
week of the time of weaning. 
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Now—trellis 
for tomatoes 


Tomatoes grow naturally in a more or 
less horizontal position. In an effort to 
keep the fruit off the ground, tomato 
growers for years have staked up their 
plants. Here is a new angle with many at- 
tractive advantages over the old staking 
method, which left most fruit near the 
ground, in “‘cat-faced” or growth-cracked 
tomatoes of uneven size. 

This trellis is 3 feet wide, stands 1 foot 
above the ground. Plants grow at an angle 
of 45 degrees, up to and between the 
trellis cross members. Then they grow 
horizontally along the length of the 
trellis. Fruit is produced evenly, and uni- 
formly along the plant. Foliage grows 
mostly above the trellis and fruit hangs 
below it, shaded from the blistering sun. 

It is possible to increase the number of 
plants per acre and produce more fruit 
with this trellis than with conventional 
staking methods. 

The trellis can be as long as desired. A 
walk-through can be left at any desired 
interval to provide convenient picking 
and spraying. 


Piant 3 rows of tomato plants, 15 inches 
between rows. Leave 15 inches between 
plants in the rows. As plants grow, leave 
the second or third sucker from the ground 
to develop into an extra stem. More than 
two stems per plant is too much for one 
set of roots to get maximum production. 
Prune out all parasite suckers from both 
stems throughout the growing season. 
rhis keeps the plants producing high- 
quality fruit. 

The trellis is normally made of rough 
lumber, in 12-foot sections. Big advantage 
of this size is ease with which they can be 
removed from the field in the fall, and 
stored for another season. Once they are 
removed, the field is free of posts or 
stakes which might interfere with full cul- 
tivation of the field. 

lrellises are not limited to tomatoes. 
They are also being used successfully by 
bean and pea growers. They help reduce 
the damage from high winds.

An automatic 
feeder for cages 


By F. Leland Elam 


An automatic feeder for each unit of 
caged birds is just the thing to up egg pro- 
duction while saving feed. This is the 
firm conviction of Bruno Cesana of Glen 
Ellen, California, and he has figures to 
prove his contention. 

He has a group of 3 houses with 2,000 
birds to a house with cages arranged in 
rows so that each 2 rows are back to back. 
An automatic feeder is arranged as shown 
above. 

Before all feeders were installed, 
Cesana and his feed company carried on a 
120-day testing program. Two groups of 
birds, ez.h numbering 336, were put in 
the cages. All birds came from the same 
brooding to make all conditions of age, 
breed, and so forth, the same. 

One group was fed by hand twice a 
day. The other was fed with one of the 
automatic feeders. 

Birds on automatic feeders averaged 4 
pounds less feed consumption per day. 
They produced more eggs every day than 
those that were hand fed. On the best day. 
there were 19 more eggs, and on the 
worst day 12 more eggs. 

At the end of 120 days the birds fed 
automatically weighed 44 pound more 
per bird on the average. All birds were 
classed as grade A in this group. 

During the program, Cesana found 
that the best results were obtained when 
the feed was the freshest.

Fabric choice. The first step to re- 
member is to select each piece of fabric 
wisely. Many neutral fibers are given 
wash ’n wear properties by means of a 
special finish, and occasionally the finish 
will throw the fabric off grain. Always 


be sure the crosswise threads of a piece of 


fabric are at perfect right angles with the 
lengthwise threads and with the selvage. 


Pattern selection. Careful pattern selec- 
tion is important, too, and the newer re- 
laxed styles are perfect for wash 'n wear 
fabrics. A pattern feature which gives 
extra ease, such as a cut-in sleeve (rather 
than a set-in sleeve), will give a smoother 
finished appearance. 

Choose simple, bulkless seam construc- 
tions in preference to seams with many 
thicknesses—such as flat-felled and cross 
Seams that after 
stitching and before pressing will remain 


seams. are smooth 


smooth after many washings. 


Linings, interfacings, bindings. When 
linings are involved in a particular pat- 
tern, be sure to make them of wash ’n 
wear fabric. The same holds true of inter- 
facings, bindings, and other trims. 


Marking. Use limestone or clay chalk for 
marking. Wax and resin-base chalks are 


not recommended because when they are 
used, it is necessary to mark only along 
the seam allowance. Otherwise, they will 
“show through” after pressing. 


Cutting. Use sharp scissors to insure a 
clean cut. Dull blades slip on synthetics. 
Be sure scissors are free of “burrs” so as 
to prevent pulled yarns in the cloth. Use 
dressmaker pins—cheap pins leave holes 
in fabric. Do not rip. 


Needle and thread. Choose proper 
needle and thread for each fabric. On 
cotton fabrics having a wash ‘n wear fin- 
ish, regular 50 mercerized thread is best. 
This requires a size-14 needle, a 12 to 15 
stitch length, and moderate tension and 
pressure regulation. 

Fabric blends of natural and synthetic 
fibers should be stitched with either mer- 
cerized, nylon, or polyester fiber thread 
Usually, it is advisable to 
thread to the dominant fiber. For exam- 
ple—a blend of 65% and 35°; 
synthetic should be stitched with a mer-

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"I prefer beef but raise hogs as ‘insurance’ against unforeseen losses,"’ says Jones. He 
farrows 26 litters in January and July. They are watered automatically and feed is 
self-fed after being mixed and bulk-delivered according to his directions. He markets 
about 250 meat-type hogs a year, with some of them reaching 190 pounds in 4 months 


how many calves or when to buy. It all 
depends on the cattle and market. I know 
how many calves Ill have each year and 
plan my feeding program around that 
figure. I also know when they'll be ready 
for feed lot and at what weights. 

‘*“Knowing this, my only big worry is 
the market. Even in marketing, however, 
I usually make out pretty well because I 
don’t have so much in them to begin 
with. The man who buys at $30 will get 
into more trouble than I will if we sell at 
$20.” explained Jones 


Fourth, helps realize volume production 
without risking soil fertility. Of Jones’ 
240 acres, 220 are tillable, but he raises 
only 75 acres of corn, his only row crop 
In a good year, his corn yields are 90-100 
bushels an acre. The rest is in meadow, 
seeded to alfalfa-brome-orchard grass- 
timothy 

“As my crop production has gone up, 
I’ve increased my livestock, from a few 
cows and hogs to 281 cows, calves, and 
yearlings, and 250 hogs annually. Yet, I 
raise all my own feed except the supple- 
ment, 2,000 bushels of corn, 1,000 bales 
of hay in a dry year. I board out 50 cows 
and their calves through the summer.”’ 

What specific management practices 
does Jones follow to maintain an out- 
standing beef herd? There are 10 steps 

1, Fit the herd to the farm. “I’ve built 
up my herd gradually, learning from ex- 
perience how many I can handle. My 
herd of 106 cows is probably the maxi- 
mum for my farm unless I cut the corn 
acreage still more and buy corn,”’ he says. 

2. Keep good type, high-grade cows. 
“T upgrade my herd with purebred bulls, 
but don’t keep papers on the cows.” 

3. Uses good, purebred bulls. “I use 3 
bulls. If I have a chance to buy another 


good bull, I'll buy him even if I have to 
keep him around a year before using him 

**A good bull is worth up to 3 times the 
market price of a steer, in my opinion 
I’ve given $600 and higher for a bull. 

“During the winter when _ they’re 
penned, I give them my best hay with 
some corn silage plus crushed ear corn 
and protein supplement. They have a 
comfortable shed and exercise yard.” 

4, Calves are dropped in March and 
April. “‘With my plan of breeding most of 
the cows drop their calves in advance of 
spring field work. This saves labor, cuts 
down losses, and gives me a uniform calf 
crop at weaning time. I average a 95% 
calf crop. For 2 years, I've had a 100% 
calf crop.” 

L. Holds down feed costs with balanced 
rations according to need. Jones’ prac- 
tice here is to keep the breeding cows in 
thrifty condition, not fat, by use of pas- 
ture and roughages. The grain is saved 
for calves and heifers with first calf. 

Cow care. In the winter, the cows run 
the cornfields but have access to !9 of a 
45’x120’ pole barn. With the exception 
of severe weather, they are fed corn silage 
in the field a half mile from the lots so 
they will get plenty of exercise. Jones 
mounts his self-unloading wagon on a 
2-wheel chassis for traction, and fills it 
nearly full with silage and baled hay for 
scattering in the field. 

When the fields are too soft, cows are 
fed in bunks on a concrete strip by the 
barn. As in the calf barn, the cows are 
bedded lightly with straw, and the area 
is power-cleaned occasionally to avoid a 
manure build-up and extra spring work 

The cows are self-fed baled hay in the 
pole barn by use of portable mangers.

8. Castrates calves all at one time when 
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they are from 2-6 weeks old. This saves 
time and labor. 

9, Dehorns when calves are still nurs- 
ing. This is done in October so the shock 
will be less because they are still nursing. 
He hires this done by a veterinarian. 

At the same time calves are dehorned, 
the heifers he adds to his herd are vac~- 
cinated for brucellosis. 

10. Has a low medical bill, about $100 
a year. Jones’ hardy, thrifty cattle weath- 
er the winter well. Even before he had 
his new barns, they escaped flu and other 
pneumonia losses. The only flu cases have 
been in the feeder cattle he bought while 
building up his herd. 

Summing up then, Donald Jones, 41, 
of Fillmore county, Minnesota, can tell 
this success story with beef and hogs: 

Starting out with 80 acres, in 14 years 
he has bought another 160 acres and add- 
ed $20,000 in building improvements in- 
cluding a remodeled house. He’s gone 
from a handful of beef and hogs to a herd 
of 281 cattle and annual production of 
250 hogs 

“Just how large I should build up my 
beef herd, I’m not sure. But one thing I 
am sure of—as long as I can raise feeders 
for $50 at 500 pounds, I’m going to stay 
with it,”’ Jones concluded.

farming. He thinks his farming operation is paying greater dividends than town jobs might have 


When Homer Hansen returned to his home near Ce- 
dar Falls, lowa, from overseas army duty in 1955, he 
had to make a job choice. Having grown up on a dairy 
farm and graduated from Iowa State College in dairy 
husbandry, he wanted to consider dairy farming. But, 
would he need to work at another job for awhile, or 
could he find a way to start right away? Too, would farm- 
ing offer as good an opportunity as working in town? 
In sizing up the local farming situation, Hansen 
found land scarce and priced high. There seemed to be

no land for rent on a cash basis. 
good living narrowed down to two possibilities

a $5,200-a-year job with a packing company as a hog 
buyer, or accepting a livestock-share lease on a 120-acre 
farm. To get the lease would involve buying out the 
tenant’s share of the machinery and livestock. This 
would take at least $10,000. 

Here’s how Hansen says he sized up the situation. 
**The potential in this farming opportunity looked good. 
I figured in 2 years my net profit would match the 
wages offered to me and I could set my own limit from 
there. 1 was optimistic, for the farm was all tillable 
and very productive. The 18 cows in the herd averaged

a small farm 


Behind the production figures cited 
above is the story of good management 
which gets low-cost production by mak- 
ing every acre count on this Lafayette 
County, Missouri, farm. In 1948, when 
the Flandermeyers first put their plans 
on paper, they were milking only 8 dairy 
cows, handling a 200-hen laying flock, 
and carrying 3 sows and litters. They 
were cropping only 51 acres; 21 acres was 
brush and wasteland. Making plans for a 
change was the first step in a Balanced 
Farming program (known as Farm and 
Home Development in most states). 

Key to the build-up was growing high- 
profit crops on every acre. They put more 
acres into production by controlling ero- 
sion and then fertilized for high crop 
yields. They chose to intensify dairy and 
poultry and to eliminate hogs. As produc- 
tion went up, they put the extra income 
into more fertilizer, dairy cows, and farm 
improvements. 


A good cropping system helped build 
the farm to the production needed to 
carry the livestock. 

rhe cropping system supplies all the 
pasture, roughage, and most of the grain 
needed to support the dairy herd and 
poultry flock. Supplement and some 
grain or mixed feed are needed from time 
to time. The Flandermeyers developed 
this system by laying out their farm map 
on paper and writing in each crop. 
Checking their proposed changes in pro- 
duction against needs gave them the in- 
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The Alvin Flandermeyers sold 
more than 185,000 pounds of 
milk and over 9,000 dozen eggs 
during 1958. What's more, most 
of the feed was produced on ‘heir

formation they needed to make these 
changes. 

They have worked closely with their 
county agent in getting soil tests and fer- 
tilizer applications to fit their crops. Ter- 
racing and other water management 
has been done as the money came in. To- 
day the entire farm is protected.

against us, This involves more marketing 
agreements, among other things, to give 
farmers more authority to set up “‘self- 
help” devices and get a fair return on 
their labor. 

Third, the Farmer's Union will press for 
REA-type financing for a nationwide system 
of farmer-controlled facilities for marketing 
and processing. 

This is desperately needed to halt the 
trend toward vertical integration which 
is taking farm management out of the 
hands of farmers and putting it into the 
hands of suppliers, processors, food manu- 
facturers, and other nonfarm interests. 
Several congressmen have bills ready to 
present to Congress along these lines 

Our state and national conventions 
have adopted these policies democratical- 
ly, and they will be presented to Congress 
as farm policy measures by members of a 
farm organization. These policies will 
not promote one ¢ ommodity more than any 
other—and they are aimed at improving 
the situations of farm families in all parts 
of the country 

And they can contribute mightily to 
strengthening our nation at a time when 
we dare not be weak. 





THE GRANGE 


family farmers need comparable eco- 
nomic devices to those provided, sanc- 
tioned, or condoned by government in 
most segments of business and labor. 
Where farmers cannot attain these de- 
vices voluntarily through marketing as- 
sociations and cooperatives, the Grange 
seeks, when necessary and practicable, 
enabling legislation designed to give pro- 
ducers the same control over their busi- 
ness as is enjoyed by those who contrib- 
ute to their costs 

These include the power to bargain 
collectively, to manage inventories, and 
to market on an orderly basis so as to pre- 
vent a small surplus from setting the 
price of the total. 

Agriculture needs these devices unless 
or until 

1. Industry and labor allow the law of 
supply and demand and competition to 
function more fully in the nonagricultural 
sectors of our economy;

3. Costs of production, transportation, 
and distribution affecting the delivered 
price of competing farm products from 
foreign lands more nearly match Ameri- 
can costs.

Here is an enclosed machinery storage building that 
is aS convenient and accessible as your grove or 
fence row for parking machinery. Any implement in 
the building may be hitched or unhitched without 
other implements being in the way. This design will 
encourage use during summer months 

According to a University of Missouri report, 3 
out of 4 machinery sheds in a survey were not effi- 
cient. Even the ones with clear-span construction 
no center posts—were not planned so equipment 
could be removed without moving other machines 

The building shown here was designed to elimi- 
nate this fault yet retain such well-established prin- 
ciples as simplicity of construction and flexibility to 
allow for other uses.

Doors under overhang require special hardware 


Door guides are needed on both sides of doors since 
framing is 6’ back of them. Self-tightening latches with 
spring keep doors from rolling and blowing in wind. 
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Rolling doors permit easy pickup of back-up, attachment-type 
machinery stored under overhang. Either 2-row or 4-row imple- 
ments can be stored side by side, each occupying its own width 

Center alley permits storage as well as easy access to pull-type 
implements. These are backed up to pickup-type ones. Access is 
free to either. Trusses are 10’ apart, 40’ long. Overhang is made 
by extending the truss. Doors hang 6’ beyond the pole supports.

THE GRANGE 


@ Adequate appropriations for produc- 
tion, marketing, and utilization research 
and education. 

@ Blocking efforts to apply the 40-hour- 
week legislation to seasonal industries, 
such as farming, and to narrow agricul- 
ture’s exemption to minimum wages. 

@ Preventing passage of authority for 
added restraints against competitive 
pricing, under the misnomer of “Fair 
Trade”’ legislation. 

@ Preserving present methods of financ- 
ing REA cooperatives. 

@ Securing an anti-labor-racketeering 
law. 

@ Authorization for livestock producers 
to assess themselves voluntarily a fee to 
finance their own advertising and re- 
search programs. 

@ The substitution of an incentive system 
to replace the universality feature of the 
present military draft law. 

Basically, of course, the Grange con- 
tinues to fight efforts to force agriculture 
to operate in an entirely different eco- 
nomic climate from the “protectionist” 
climate in which most of those who pro- 
duce the goods and services that farmers 
must buy, operate. 

The Grange also resists with equal 
vigor efforts to place the farmer’s eco- 
nomic well being solely, or even largely, 
at the doorstep of government. 

Between these two extremes there is a 
middle-of-the-road route. Conditions be- 
ing what they are, we believe it is our 
wisest route—at least for the next few 
years. 





THE FARM BUREAU 


the most urgent problem facing Congress. 
We now have an estimated wheat supply 
of more than 2,352 million bushels. Al- 
though we are exporting much wheat un- 
der Public Law 480 and other subsidy 
programs, only about 46% of our current 
supply will be needed for exports and 
domestic consumption this year. That 
means that if we failed to produce a single 
bushe! of wheat this year, the carryover 
would be enough to supply all markets 
until well after the 1960 harvest. 

To avoid further deterioration in the 
wheat situation, a workable and general- 
ly acceptable solution must be developed 
and activated soon. 

Farm Bureau resolutions recommend a 
program providing for: 

1. An orderly transition to a system 
whereby price support levels will be re- 
lated to the average farm market price 
of wheat during the immediately preced- 
ing 3 years. 

2. Termination of wheat acreage allot- 
ments and marketing quotas. 

This program would mean a gradual 
shift to the kind of a price support pro- 
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gram that would permit market prices to 
play a larger role in helping guide the 
production and consumption of wheat. 

To speed the time when allotments and 
quotas can be terminated, Farm Bureau 
recommends: 

@ “That the 15-acre and 200-bushel mar- 
keting quota exemptions be terminated; 
@ “That workable regulations be de- 
veloped under which compliance can be 
shifted from a harvested to a seeded acre- 
age basis in a fair manner; 

@ “That marketing quota penalties be 
based on actual—rather than normal— 
yields.” 

Unlike some other programs being sug- 
gested, Farm Bureau’s program “‘gives as- 
surance that government interference 
with the right of the traditional wheat 
farmer to produce will be removed.” 


If the present program is continued, it 
eventually will be necessary not only to 
tighten acreage allotments and marketing 
quotas, but also to eliminate the 55-mil- 
lion acre minimum national allotment 
which now makes it impossible to adjust 
wheat acreage to the current upward 
trend in per-acre yields. 

The dairy situation is improving. It 
now appears that the balance between 
supply and demand will be the best this 
year that it has been in several years. We 
believe, however, that it would be desir- 
able to shift the basis for price supports on 
manufactured dairy products to a per- 


centage of the average market prices for 
the immediately preceding 3 years with 
an orderly transitional program. 

As a part of the transition, considera- 
tion should be given to encouraging in- 
creased consumption by raising quality 
standards for manufactured dairy prod- 
ucts. We are opposed to production con- 
trols for dairy products and also to plans 
for the government to transfer income 
from some dairy farmers to other dairy 
farmers by taxing or penalizing the pro- 
duction of dairy products.

the Al Lambs, who formerly farmed in 
Washington. As retirement neared, they 
sold their farm land except for a house 
and 3 acres, then drove to Youngtown, 
Arizona, to visit friends. They liked the 
location, so they returned to Washing- 
ton, sold their remaining property, and 
became permanent residents of Young- 
town the next year. When friends wrote 
asking about life there, here’s the reply 
Mr. Lamb sent: 


Dear friends: 

In reply to your question of whether a 
retirement village is a good place to live, 
I’li try to tell you about some of our ex- 
periences here. 

We first arrived on December 6, 1954, 
a Saturday afterncon, and parked our 
trailer behind the apartment where our 
friends lived while their house was being 
built. But you can’t park trailers that way 
now, because the place has grown so. 

At that time there were 14 houses built 
or under construction, the dust was up to 
our ears, the lake a dry hole, the business 
center a large field of lettuce; everything 
a dream yet to come. We stayed until 
March, saw the fields turn into the be- 
ginning of Youngtown. Then we went 
back to Washington with our minds made 
up to sell our house and move to Arizona 
for good. 

When we came back in August 1955, 
Youngtown looked like a real village, 
paved streets, water in the lake, and more 
people coming all the time. The first year 
I acquired a real estate license, and sold 
houses here. 

After that I went to work part time in 
the parks, also did some yard work for 
other people. One of my neighbors just 
finished a fine storeroom and porch for 
another neighbor, with no charge except 
for the materials. Another man installs 
cooler pads, weatherstrips, thermostats, 
and a few other items. He is busy all the 
time. A local man runs a hardware store, 
another works in the grocery store. 

Now building is a gas station, barber 
shop, and a beauty shop, meaning more 


jobs for people who live here. One man 


does ironwork and name plates for the 
front of the houses. Se: eral do cabinet 


A friendly atmosphere prevails at Young- 
town. Mr. and Mrs. Alvan Pike give direc- 
tions to Illinois newcomer Edward McMa- 
hon. Many are enjoying retirement here 
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and carpenter work. Many more do yard 
work, plumbing, and odd jobs. 

If anyone wants to work and earn a 
little extra money, he can usually do it. 
But don’t get the idea that everybody 
works, because lots of them, farmers and 
others, say they are through working for 
the rest of their lives. 

Those who feel like it usually get up 
rather late, read the morning paper, go to 
the post office to get their mail, visit a bit, 
go home for lunch. Then they play cards 
or shuffleboard in the afternoon 


Every week there are potluck suppers, 
Saturday night sings, dances, and some- 
thing or other going on every night in the 
week. On Sunday the churches are well 
attended. We have good radio and TV 
reception, and lots of people prefer to 
stay home evenings and follow their regu- 
lar programs, and get around daytimes. 

Most people who move to Youngtown 
have 3 major adjustments to make. First 
one, finding friends and activities to com- 
pensate for family and close friends left in 
other states. Second one, the changing of

How to keep 
sheep healthy 


By Dr. C. W. Burch 


University of Wisconsin 


The farm sheep flock in the Midwest has proved over the 
years to be very profitable. This is true whether it is a 
primary or a secondary livestock operation. 

The flocks are small when judged by Western stand- 
ards and the territory over which they range is limited 
compared to conditions in the Western sheep country. 
This close association of the sheep in the Midwest farm 
flock, plus the fact they usually are going over and over 
the same land area and around the same buildings, salt- 
ing areas, and watering places, increases the possible 
disease hazard many fold. 

For these reasons, the Midwest sheepman should de- 
velop a year-round program for the control of sheep dis- 
eases and parasites. By following the practices outlined by 
seasons of the year, you'll be able to hold down disease 
losses to a very minimum. 

One of the soundest practices which you as a sheep- 
man can employ is to raise all your own ewe lamb re- 
placements and to buy no additions to the flock. When 
adult animals are bought as additions, you often buy 
some sort of trouble along with them. 

However, internal parasites are your principal limiting 
factor in sheep production in the Midwest. For this rea- 
son, preventive treatments for control of these parasites 
show up repeatedly in this yearly health program. 

Sheep probably are more susceptible to a greater num- 
ber of diseases than any other type of livestock. How well 
you establish a workable preventive program for your 
flock may be the deciding factor between profit and loss. 
Here are seasonal suggestions for keeping sheep healthy. 
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For more profit from your flock, 


follow this health program 


W inter—December January February 


© Feed the ewes so they gain gradually through the period of 
pregnancy. The ration should contain at least 50% or more 
good-quality legume hay. It also is well to include silage and a 
certain amount of grain in the ration. 

@ Make sure they get plenty of exercise by feeding them twice 
a day well away from the buildings. This will prevent the ma- 
jority of pregnancy- and white-muscle disease. 

© If sore-mouth (contagious ecthyma) is a flock problem, the 
lambs should be vaccinated at about 3 weeks of age. The vac- 
cine and facts on its use may be obtained from a local veteri- 
narian. You may even have him do the vaccination. 

@ Winter housing for the ewe flock should provide ample space 
but need not be elaborate. All that is needed is overhead and 
side protection. Proper housing free from drafts and with good 
sanitation will help prevent pneumonia, coccidiosis, and various 
diarrheas of young lambs. But, over-confinement is really worse 
than no housing at all. 

© Control external parasites, principally ticks and lice, during 
the winter period by dusting the flock. A good dusting pow- 
der is 1.5% rotenone. If there are only a few ewes, this may be 
done with a sifter-top can. However, a hand-operated or a ma- 
chine-operated dust gun is handier and more efficient. 

© Before the ewe lambs, clean the udder with soap and water 
and rinse with a chlorine solution (200 parts per million) or 
other suitable mild disinfectant solution before allowing the 
lamb to nurse. Also, make sure the ewe’s crotch and udder are 
free of manure. 

© As soon as the lamb is dropped and dried off, clip off the 
navel cord to about 2 inches of length and soak the cord and 
entire area around it with tincture of iodine. 

© Dock the young lamb at 2 or 3 days of age. A heavy emascu- 
lator is a good instrument for this operation. After docking, 
saturate the stump of the tail with tincture of iodine. 

e Castrate the lambs when they are 7 to 10 days old. The 
method of castration may be of one’s own choice. 

© Docking and castrating instruments and other instruments 
used on lambs should be kept clean and sterile at all times. Be- 
fore using, they should be put in a kettle of water and brought 
to a boil and kept at a rolling boil for 15 minutes. 

@ While the instruments are being used, they should be kept in 
a good disinfectant solution. This may be a quaternary am- 
monium compound, a creolin solution, or any one that is effi- 
cient. Don’t use a chlorine solution around metal instruments. 
@ If enterotoxemia (overeating disease) is or has been a prob- 
lem, vaccinate the ewes 30 to 40 days before lambing. Follow 
this treatment by vaccinating lambs about 3 weeks before turn- 
ing them on pasture. By vaccinating the ewes, the lambs get a 
certain amount of immunity through the colostrum or first milk. 
This “cydic” vaccination practice also helps in control of lamb 
dysentery, a disease closely associated with enterotoxemia as 
far as the causative agent is concerned. 


Spring—March, April, May 


© Spring can be a very critical time, especially in the life of 
the young lamb. This is usually the period between lambing 
time and pasture time. Since the entire flock is usually around 
the buildings and yards most of this time, good sanitation is 
a must. It will help prevent infections of all kinds—especially 
internal parasitic infections. 

© Keep manure out of feed bunks. Coccidia grow and develop 
into their infective stage in these wet, dirty areas. The lambs 
and sheep then take them in by way of the mouth and then they 
have bloody diarrhea, a [ Turn to page 158

common clinical symptom of coccidiosis infection. 
@ After the ewes are shorn, they should be imme- 
diately sprayed or dipped to kill ticks and lice. For 
this, use benzine hexachloride, chlordane, wettable 
rotenone, or lindane. An efficient sprayer should 
provide at least 200 pounds of pressure. 

@ The creep-feeding of lambs as soon as they will 
eat grain is desirable. The ration should contain an 
antibiotic as a growth stimulator. Many sheepmen 
also feel there is a reduced incidence of enterotox- 
emia if this is done. 

@ Some flock owners supply the antibiotic (soluble) 
in the drinking water. Follow the level of feeding 
and mixing directions suggested by the manufac- 
turer. Controlled feeding trials by research workers 
and the experience of practical lamb feeders indi- 
cate the addition of antibiotics to the ration of 
lambs is worthwhile whenever they are being fed a 
fattening ration. 

© Toward the end of the spring season, the flock 
may be turned to pasture. Two weeks previously, 
each ewe and ram should be given a dose of 1 
ounce of phenothiazine. This will rid them of most 
of the intestinal roundworm parasites and help 
keep the pastures from becoming contaminated. 
@ A phenothiazine-salt mixture should be supplied 
in a covered box in a pasture area all during the 
pasture season. This is made by mixing 1 pound of 
pure phenothiazine and 10 pounds loose, trace min- 
eralized salt. The animals are allowed free choice 
to this mixture. This is in addition to regular rou- 
tine worm treatments. 

@ The phenothiazine-salt mixture should not be re- 
lied on to do the whole job by itself. It will help in 
keeping the intestinal parasites down because ani- 
mals will routinely eat some salt about every day. 
They will be getting a little phenothiazine and thus 
keep a low level of it in the gut at all times. 

© Before turning the flock out to pasture, examine 
the feet to make sure there are no lame animals. If 
there is infection, the foot should be trimmed very 
severely to expose the infection, treated with 30% 
copper sulfate solution or 5% formalin solution, 
and the animal kept in until it is sound. In other in- 
stances, the wali will simply be grown down over 
the sole of the foot and it will thus be deformed. 
These feet should be trimmed to make them as 
nearly normal as possible. Otherwise, the ewes are 
certain to go lame later in the summer. 

@ Where legumes are used during the pasture sea- 
son, there is always the danger of bloat. Legume 
pastures should contain brome or some other grass 
in a mixture if used for sheep pastures. 


Summer—June, July, August 


© During this season the flock is out on pasture all 
the time. In many instances they come around the 
buildings only occasionally unless this is the only 
source of water. 

@ After the flock has been on pasture about 4 to 6 
weeks (usually around June 15), they should be 
given a treatment for internal parasites with lead 
arsenate and phenothiazine. 

@ The dosage for ewes and rams is 1 gram of lead 
arsenate and 1 ounce of phenothiazine, and for 
lambs 1 gram of lead arsenate and % ounce of 
phenothiazine. This is to control most of the in- 
testinal roundworms plus tapeworms. 

@ If fly strike occurs, the animal should be cleaned 
up, the maggots killed with some product such as 
KRS, a liquid screw-worm killer and preventive, 
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and then soaked well with one of these products 
that prevent reinfestation. 

@ At weaning time the ewes and rams should be 
given 4 ounces of a 1% nicotine sulfate-copper 
sulfate solution. Lambs should be given 2 ounces. 
Make the solution by mixing 1 ounce of copper sul- 
fate and 1 ounce of nicotine sulfate with 6 pints of 
soft water. It is well to use an earthen crock or jar. 
Keep the solution stirred while it is being used. 
@ The phenothiazine-salt mixture should, of course, 
be available all during the pasture season. 


Fall September Ur 


© During this season the flock is still on pastures 
most of the time here in the Midwest. This is when 
most sheepmen do their flock breeding. It is impor- 
tant to have the ewes and ewe lambs as free from 
parasites as possible. You will get a better concep- 
tion rate and the lamb crop will be more closely 
bunched if this is done. About 2 weeks before 
breeding, every ram and every ewe lamb to be bred 
should be given 1 ounce of phenothiazine. 

@ Any late lambs still around when the flock is 
taken off the pasture should be given % to 1 ounce 
of phenothiazine. If they weigh less than 40 pounds, 
cut the dose to % ounce. If they are small because 
of heavy parasitism, there is danger in treating 
them at all. However, the parasites will probably 
kill them if they are not treated. You will have to 
make your own decisions here. 

@ The phenothiazine-salt mixture is supplied to the 
sheep until they are brought in for winter feeding. 
Then it is just as well to remove the phenothiazine 
from the mixture.

How to use 


HARDBOARD 


Hardboard is a tough and dependable material 
that can solve buiiding problems all around the 
farm. Here are some tips on handling it 


Hardboards are manufactured in a range of thicknesses 
with sheet sizes up to 4x16 feet. The many thicknesses and 
special surfaces give you dozens of variations which can 
fit your needs. Standard hardboard is cheapest. Tem- 
pered should be used where moisture, wear are problems. 





A dark surface which hides pencil marks is the 
first thing you'll notice in working with hard- 


. board. For marking purposes, it’s easier to use a 
colored pencil —the wax kind —or white chalk. 





Smoothest power-saw cut comes from low-set 
blade with just 2 or 3 teeth showing. Hold board 
down with flat of your hand, keeping hand away 


from blade. Work with smooth side up. 
Fine-tooth hand saw cuts best (12 points to the 

inch to no less than 8). Hold saw at flat angle. 

Bend board slightly to overcome saw “buckle.” 





Smooth the edges with sharp, shallow- 
set plane, holding it at a slight angle so 
the shearing cut is away from the surface of 
the board. This helps eliminate fuzziness at 
the front edge. Firm placement or clamping 
of the board makes the planing job easier. 


File or rasp works grainless hardboard to 
smooth surface. Hold it true and square 
with an old-fashioned skate-sharpening 
grip and stroke lengthwise, as shown, rath- 
er than across edge. Additional sanding 
with sandpaper and block may be needed. 





Round edges are easy with a plane. Use 
shallow set to work round into nearly final 
form, then sandpaper it. With lots of 
rounding to do, start by cutting shallow 
bevel first. Control fuzzing with a wash 
coat of shellac. Sand with fine sandpaper. 


Neat, crisp joints are not difficult with hardboard. Here is how to handle them 


















Decorative joints come from use of plain 
or fancy moldings. Use them horizontal- 
ly, as well as vertically, for square-panel 
look. For ceiling-raising effect by use 
of vertical lines, nail battens in the 
middle of panel as well as at the joints. 


Simple overlapped outside comers look 
good when finished, as thinness of sheet 
brings crack close to actual corner. 

Edge of overlapping sheet is less like- 
ly to chip if sheet is beveled. Joint is 
rigid and even less noticeable when it is 
handled this way.

Why the big swing to 


Tenderization 


Tons of beef from ¢ tommercial and Low- 
Good cattle are being made into steaks 
all because of the big swing to tenderiza- 
tion. And there’s no end in sight. 

Cattle feeders are beginning to ask 
whether it’s good for their business. Can 
it mean that market prices of lower 
grades will gain at the expense of bette: 
cattle? Does it point to less emphasis on 
grade when buying feeder cattle? Will 
cattle feeders need to go for still cheaper 
gains from roughage and pay less atten- 
tion to feed lot fattening? Will it steal 
part of the market for corn? 

Good questions, these—any of them 
worth $64. Before trying any answers, 
take a closer look at tenderization 

Until 2 or 3 years ago a tenderizer was 
something used only by the housewife in 
her kitchen. Then from the Federal Food 
and Drug Administration came the green 
light for commercial use 

Meat packers took hold fast. Right 
now, they’re using 20,000 gallons a 
month (more than double the amount a 
year ago). It’s predicted that soon they'll 
be running far ahead of the housewife 

Several restaurant chains have grabbed 
at it. One, for example, has quickly built 
up a big business around tenderized 
steaks, serving 8,000 meals daily in 8 ma- 
jor cities. For $1.09 you get a charcoal- 
broiled steak weighing 11 ounces, plus a 
salad, baked potato, and roll. Already 
selling a quarter-million strip steaks a 
month, this chain expects to open 2 or 3 
more units in the near future 

Ihe thing that’s creating all this stir 
isn’t really new. [t’s just a refinement of 
a process known by the Aztec Indians 
of Mexico more than 400 years ago. They 
wrapped pieces of meat in papaya leaves 
and left them overnight. Next day the 
meat was much more tender 

What the Aztecs didn’t know was that 
the papaya tree had an enzyme, papain, 
that broke down the connective tissue 
and muscle fibers in the meat. And, to- 
day, the enzyme is being extracted from 
the unripe fruit of the papaya, not the 
leaves. We know now that the pineapple 
and fig also have enzymes which will ten- 
derize. Limited use already is being made 
of them—and more is expected soon 


The American Meat Institute Founda- 
tion has tested more than 20 enzymes so 
far. Experience indicates the strength of 
the tenderizing solution must be in- 
creased progressively for lower grades of 
meat 

Reportedly, one meat packer is experi- 
mentally injecting an enzyme into the 
live animal just before slaughter. The 
idea is to use the bloodstream for dis- 
tributing the enzyme more uniformly 
throughout the carcass 

Non-vegetable sources also are being 
tapped. Tenderizers now are being made 
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of beef? 


from fungal fermentations. These seem to 
have a milder effect on the meat and may 
be more specific in regard to the tissues 
attacked. The most recent advance lies in 
the combination of vegetable enzymes, 
like papain and bromelin, with a fungal 
protease, 

An animal source, hog pancreas, is now 
being researched. This source furnishes 
2 enzymes, trypsin and viokase. And 
now, scientists are looking around to see 
what other chemicals will do. 


Along with the facts, much misin- 
formation is being circulated. One no- 
tion is that all you need for top-quality 
steak is to tenderize lower-quality beef. 

That’s bunk, snort meat scientists. 
About all you can expect is to make the 
meat chew easier. You can’t expect a 
steak from a Commercial or Low-Good 
steer to taste like one out of a Choice or 
Prime animal. The lower-grade steak 
lacks the streaks of fat, known as mar- 
bling—and that’s what helps to put fla- 
vor and juiciness into your better steaks. 

Another misconception is that tender- 
izers will do away with the costly, time- 
consuming process of aging. That’s most- 
ly bunk, too, say some scientists. In the 
first place, only top-quality beef—a 
small fraction of the total—receives a 
genuine aging process, one lasting from 
3 to 6 weeks. 

Tenderizing, on the other hand, is done 
largely with the lower-quality beef which 
wouldn’t have been aged anyhow. It’s 
true, however, that the present tendency 
is to treat all grades from U. S. Choice 
on down as an added insurance of getting 
uniform maximum tenderness. 


Thus far, tenderizers are used only on 
steaks which are to be frozen almost im- 
mediately. The beef cuts are dipped into 
a tankful of tenderizer solution for, say, 
60 seconds. They are allowed to drain 
before wrapping in plastic film. Finally, 
they are quick-frozen to halt enzyme ac- 
tivity. If unchecked, the tenderizer 
would chew up the steak to a point where 
it wouldn’t have much eye appeal. 

So far, only the thinner cuts of meat 
can be tenderized because the enzymes 
we have today can penetrate only about 
14 inch deep. So, by treating both sides, 
you can expect to tendcrize a cut of meat 
that’s 4 inch thick. 

If you try to tenderize thicker steaks, 
or thick cuts like roasts, you end up with 
a tender exterior and a huge core of un- 
tenderized meat. Ways are being sought 
to penetrate deeper, hke adapting the 
needle process used for injecting bacon 
to get a quicker cure. 

As of this date, they haven’t done the 
trick. They’ve over-tenderized. And cub- 
ing, to expose more tissue, also makes the 
tenderizer too active.

Soften active dry yeast in warm wate 
or compressed yeast in lukewarm water.

The other day we were called to look 
at some feeder cattle that were suspected 
of coming down with a mass outbreak of 
foot rot. The animals were running in a 
muddy lot, most of them were lame, 
many showed swelling around the tops 
of the hoofs, and spent a great deal of 
time lying down. 

However, investigation showed the 
symptoms were due to founder caused by 
overeating when the cattle were sudden- 
ly placed on full feed. Use this case as a 
reminder to make all feed changes grad- 
ually—over a period of a week or more. 


Clip before lambing 


Clip flanks and crotches of pregnant 
ewes a week or so before lambing time 

Nursing will be made easier and 
cleaner so the lambs won’t swallow dis- 
ease germs and parasite eggs and larvae 
with their meals. 


Hemolytic disease of pigs 


In recent years farmers have been hear- 
ing quite a bit about hemolytic disease of 
newborn pigs, and it may be far more 
prevalent than usually believed. 

Hemolytic disease is comparable to the 
Rh factor involved in human infant 
deaths. If blood cells of the dam are in- 
compatible with those of the sire, unborn 
pigs may sensitize the dam while she is 
carrying them. Then when the newborn 
pigs take the colostrum of the sow, a high- 
ly fatal reaction takes place. 

Two forms of this disease are generally 
recognized. In one, the pigs appear nor- 
mal at birth, but are extremely pale, and 
practically all of them die within the 
first 12 hours of life. 

In the other form, entire litters die in 
1 to 4 days after birth, with most of the 
pigs being yellowed and showing evi- 
dence of jaundice 

State laboratories can run a fairly ac- 
curate test for this disease if sent a sam- 
ple of the sow’s blood, a tube of her milk, 
and 2 or 3 dead pigs. 


Feed ’em well 


There’s a good chance the rations ewes 
receive after breeding may influence the 
number of lambs born 

Evidence to support such a theory is 
available at the South Dakota and Mon- 
tana stations as well as the Lethridge 
Station in Alberta, Canada. Figures show 
that the better-fed ewes produced up to 
37% more lambs than controls that didn’t 
get such good feed. 

As yet, the reason isn’t definitely estab- 
lished, and possibly other factors may 
be involved, too. In addition, it’s well 
known that good rations decrease the in- 
cidence of ketosis in ewes.

Handling injured teats 


Dairy cows often cut or bruise teats so 
that milking becomes painful for them 
and dangerous for the owner. To make a 
bad matter worse, regular milking has 
the effect of interfering with healing 
processes. 

In such cases, the affected quarter can 
be drained twice daily with a milk tube, 
but this practice is often followed by an 
attack of mastitis 

A report of an experiment in Holland 
to determine the effect on the udder when 
quarters were unmilked is interesting. 
The unmilked quarter showed a painless 
swelling which increased in size for 3 
days, but except in the late stages of lac- 
tation, this quarter milked normally at 
the end of the experiment 

In the late stages of lactation, resumed 
milking of the quarter failed to restore 
normal production. Apparently a 10-day 
interruption of milking to allow healing 
of teat wounds, whether sutured or not, 
does not disturb later lactation 

However, before milking is suspended, 
the involved quarter should be examined 
to make sure it was normal prior to the 
injury. In all cases, interrupted milking 
should be accompanied with injections of 
antibiotics into the unmilked quarter. 


Rabies increase 


According to the USDA, rabies is in- 
creasing every year as a livestock prob- 
lem. In 1957, there were 654 reported 
cases of rabies affecting cattle, 25 cases 
affecting sheep and goats, and 24 cases 
affecting horses 

It is believed the number of cases will 
be increased when 1958 figures are com- 
plete. The growing number of cases in 
livestock is considered due to a higher in- 
cidence of rabies among wild animals, 
with foxes, skunks, and bats serving as 
leading reservoirs of infection. 


Udder swelling studied 


Work at the University of Illinois in- 
dicates grain feeding during a cow’s dry 
period does not cause extreme swelling of 
the udder at calving time 

Half of a number of cows and heifers 
were fed only forage for 42 days before 
the expected calving date, and the other 
half were fed the same amount of forage 
plus grain for 42 days before calving. 

Cows were started at 5 pounds of grain 
daily and heifers were started at 4 pounds 
of grain daily. Just before calving these 
amounts were gradually increased up to 
12 pounds daily for the cows and 9 
pounds daily for the heifers. 

The scientists found the cows and heif- 
ers receiving grain had no more udder 
swelling than those eating only hay and 
silage. However, the heifers had more 
udder swelling than the cows.

When oiling our farm machines equipped 
with spring-capped oilers, it is often hard 
to reach some of the oil cups, lift the cup, 
and get the oilcan spout in place. To 
make this job easy, I solder a small wash- 
er about '4” from the end of the oilcan 
spout. This washer lifts the spring cap, 
and the oilcan spout is right where it be- 
longs for filling the oil cup. 

This is especially handy in tight places 
when the cup can be reached with only 


one hand.—A. W. N., Jowa. 


Hinges on our doors are kept in top 
working order. To do this, I drill a 3/32” 
hole as shown above so that grease can 
reach the hinge pin. I provided my 
grease gun with a needle-point fitting.

Drill gauge in the handle of my screw- 
driver helps me determine quickly the 
correct size drill to use for any small ma- 
chine screw or a bolt of unknown diam- 
eter. The plastic handle is drilled with 
each size drill I normally use. I drill the 
holes in rows, 4” deep and stamp the 
size 

In using the gauge, it is simple to com- 
pare the size of the screw or bolt with the 
holes in the handle, then pick the correct 
size drill.—C. G., Indiana. 
As a precaution against farm fires and 
in recognition of the difficulty in fighting 
them, extreme care should be taken in 
placing tanks for fuel oil, gasoline, and 


LP-gas. These tanks should be located so 
that if there’s a leak or broken pipe, the 
fuel will flow away from the building it’s 
located near. 

I make these suggestions on the basis 
of many years experience with a volun- 
teer fire department that makes farm 
calls. Some careful forethought may save 
a building or even a life in case of a fire.—

A record book kept in our farm shop has 
proved a real timesaver.

Our waterpump is sometimes operated 
around the clock. The portable pumping 
engine is assured an ample supply of fuel 
by disconnecting its gas line temporarily 
and hooking it up, via a rubber hose, to a 
discarded milk can which acts as the gas 
tank. A valve from the can controls the 
flow, and any amount of gas may be 
placed in the can.—S. C., Florida. 


Our heavy-duty bench vise was hard 
on our workbench, so we mounted it 
permanently on a 30-gallon steel barrel. 
We did this as shown above, by welding 
2 iron bars across the top of the drum, 
then bolting the vise base to these bars. 
By filling the drum with either sand or 
water, according to the season, we have 
a sturdy and durable stand which we can 
move when desired.—L. W. H., Iowa.
